The youngest son 
of multiple graded-stakes winning jour¬ 
neyman Steve “Cowboy” Hamilton, the 
19-year-old made his professional debut 
Dec. 2 after riding in three amateur races. 
He won his first race aboard I Just Wanna 
Win in a $17,000 claiming event for older 
fillies and mares and the second aboard 
Stella Nova in a $25,000 starter allowance 
for older fillies and mares. 

Revoked: By the Pennsylvania State 
Horse Racing Commission Bureau of 
Thoroughbred Horse Racing for the han¬ 
dling or neglect of five horses, the license 
of owner-trainer Mario Rafael Rodriguez. 
Stewards at Penn National Race Course 
initially suspended Rodriguez for 45 days 
for alleged neglect of a horse, Silent Ruler, 
suffering from a broken leg. The suspen¬ 
sion was later extended to a full year and 
subsequently the licenses were revoked 
following the deaths of two horses in 
Rodriguez’s care.

Acquired: Through a mid-December 
deal valued at approximately $2.8 billion in 
cash and stock, Pinnacle Entertainment by 
Penn National Gaming Inc. The merger 
reportedly will give Penn National control 
of 41 racetracks and casinos across the 
country and make it the largest regional 
gambling operator. Pinnacle owns and 
operates 16 racing and gaming proper¬ 
ties in the U.S. and the deal is expected to 
involve Boyd Gaming purchasing Belterra 
Park in Ohio, Belterra Casino Resort in 
Indiana and two other gaming operations. 

Announced: Dates for 2018, inter- 
national horse racing convention, fan fes¬ 
tival and trade show Equestricon. The 
second annual event will take place at 
the Kentucky International Convention 
Center in Louisville Oct. 29 and 30 in con¬ 
junction with the Breeders’ Cup. 

Co-founded by Pennsylvania-based 
Thoroughbred owners Kathryn Sharp 
and Justin Nicholson and Mid-Atlantic 


Thoroughbred correspondent Dan Tordjman, 
Equestricon hosted more than 1,500 peo¬ 
ple from 34 states and seven countries at 
its inaugural edition in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y, in August 2017. The Thoroughbred 
Aftercare Alliance will again be the official 
charity partner of Equestricon. 

The TAA and topics on aftercare will 
be central to the program, which in 2017 
included more than 85 seminars, work¬ 
shops, panels, networking sessions and 
other events.

Reached: Seven figures in lifetime 
earnings, Pennsylvania-bred sprinter 
Favorite Tale, with a win in the $100,000 
Dave’s Friend Stakes at Laurel Park Jan. 8. 
The 7-year-old son of Tale of the Cat won 
for the first time since November 2015 
after racing just once in 2016 and three 
times in 2017. 

Favorite Tale, who races for his breed¬ 
er Paul Conaway and trainer Guadalupe 
Preciado, won for the ninth time and 
pushed his career earnings to $1,020,300 
from 23 starts. The new milli onaire col¬ 
lected his fifth stakes win, adding to a list 
that includes the 2015 Smile Sprint-G2 at 
Gulfstream Park. In addition, he placed 
third in the 2015 Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
and 2015 Alfred Vanderbilt-Gl.

Curribot, a foal of 1977, was by Preak- 
ness Stakes-Gl winner Little Current and 
produced from the *Ribot mare Ameribot. 
Bred by Adelaide Burgwin, co-founder of 
the Sewickly Hunt in western Pennsylvania 
with her husband John and the breeder 
of legendary sire Lyphard, Curribot sold 
for $68,000 as a 2-year-old and made his 
debut the following year at Gulfstream 
Park. By the time he was finished racing, 
as a 14-year-old in 1991, he’d piled up 37 
wins, 20 seconds, 20 thirds and $491,527. 
Twenty-two of the victories came in stakes 
company—including five consecutive run¬ 
nings of the Sunland Park Handicap from 
1984-88. 

The bay gelding spent his first two 
seasons on the East Coast-racing at 
Gulfstream, Suffolk Downs, Rockingham 
Park, Monmouth Park, Tampa Bay 
Downs, Hialeah, Atlantic City and the 


Meadowlands. He won five races, including 
the 1981 Imperial Championship Handicap 
at Tampa. After a 12-race losing streak, 
including his only three starts of 1982 at 
Fair Grounds in Louisiana, Curribot head¬ 
ed west. Owner Julia Winters, whose father 
Leo was the president of the American 
Quarter Horse Association and lieutenant 
governor of Oklahoma, sent her charge 
to trainer George Cosper—who helped 
launch a legend. 

Using a patented and popular late 
charge in the stretch, Curribot placed in 
all 12 starts of 1983 —seven wins, three 
seconds, two thirds—including a win at 
Ruidoso Downs on the day Cosper died. 
Transferred to trainer J. Doyal Roberts, 
Curribot didn’t miss many chances—win¬ 
ning six of 15 in 1984 and seven of 14 
in 1985. He became the “most infamous 
racehorse in New Mexico history” accord¬ 
ing to the Albuquerque Journal. 

Cosper’s grandson, and Roberts’ son, 
Jody Roberts, worked with Corribut 
throughout his career. 

“When my grandpa got him he nearly 
had to start back over with him,” Jody 
Roberts said in January. “After we got him 
happy again you could feel he felt at home 
on the track. He loved to train, if you let 


him stand there and look everything over 
for about 20 minutes. If you tried to make 
him do something you wouldn’t have an 
easy time.” 

What Roberts remembers most about 
the gelding was his orneriness and his run¬ 
ning style. 

“It didn’t matter if you were running 
short or long, he would still be 20 lengths 
off the leader, but had a kick at the three- 
eighths pole,” he said. “It didn’t matter 
what you wanted him to do, because when 
he was ready to run there was no stopping 
him, you better just hang on.” 

Watching the Curribot Handicap each 
year brings back special memories for 
Roberts and his family. 

“Curribot was very easy to get to cheer¬ 
ing for,” Roberts said. “Everyone likes 
seeing a horse come from that far back.” 

Jockey Glen Murphy, who retired in 
2016 after more than 3,000 wins, rode 
Curribot regularly and called the old horse 
a good teacher. 

“Curribot would switch leads every two 
strides,” Murphy said. “Every time he 
jumped he went about an eighth-of-a-mile 
and went from the inside rail to the out¬ 
side, back and forth.” 

Beyond the unique running style, 
Murphy also pointed to Curribot’s person¬ 
ality and relationship with fans. 

“He was a horse that would take 45 
minutes to get to the paddock,” Murphy 
said. “He loved attention and in the post 
parade he was the same way. You could feel 
him come up under you and how proud he 
was of himself. I don’t really know how to 
explain that sensation on a horse, but their 
shoulders and legs get underneath them 
and they just strut.” 

Like plenty of classy veterans before 
him, Curribot didn’t remain a stakes horse. 
He stayed in form through 1988-add¬ 
ing 10 more wins to his record—but slid 
down through the ranks. He won just 
once as a 12-year-old in 1989 and went 
1-for-12 the following season (though he 
placed 10 times in those two years). He 
made seven starts at 14, placing third once 
and earning $328 before being claimed 
in his final start by John Bachechi. The 
Albuquerque businessman spent $2,500 to 
become Curribot’s owner, and promptly 
retired him, after one last trip to the win¬ 
ner’s circle for a photo. 

Curribot died in 2001 at Clements 
Ranch in New Mexico. His race’s 18th 
running, for older horses at 1 Vi6 miles on 
the dirt, is worth $75,000 and scheduled 
for Feb. 25.

T he 2017 Fantasy Ownership Chal¬ 
lenge, a contest connected to the 
Fantasy Owners Day promotion last 
March at Laurel Park, offered $50,000 in 
prize money to those who attended the new 
owner seminar sponsored by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
Maryland Jockey Club and Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association.

In Virginia, 2017 brought 
progress, but still no racetrack

I n Virginia, 2017 was a year of wins and losses. While still actively chasing a return 
to hosting live racing, state Thoroughbred interests also sought to provide its 
remaining racing infrastructure enough sustenance to be there when it finally settles 
on a new home. 

Among the notable advances, the Virginia Thoroughbred Association launched its 
Virginia-Certified Residency program on July 1. Horses that spend at least six months 
in the Old Dominion prior to the end of their 2-year-old year become eligible to 
receive 25 percent bonuses whenever they win anywhere in the Mid-Atlantic. 

Over 360 horses have been registered thus far and are spending their time at 79 
different Virginia farms or training centers throughout the state. The program 
appears to have arrived just in time, and could preserve a large component of Virginia 
racing’s green space and dozens if not hundreds of jobs in agri-tourism. 

The rebuilding of the state’s off-track betting network crept forward, going from 
one to three outlets with the opening of Ponies and Pints in downtown Richmond in 
January and Buckets in Chesapeake in November. The first center in the new era 
opened at Breakers in Richmond’s west end in 2016. 

Late in 2017, the Virginia Racing Commission approved a Henry County off-track 
betting center in Collinsville, just outside of Martinsville near Virginia’s southern 
border. The OTB is in line to become Virginia’s fourth. Though not yet restored to 
the levels of Colonial Downs’s 10-outlet operation, the off-track facilities have been 
providing horsemen “a larger slice of that pie than ever” according to Easter. 

Where Virginia didn’t make as much progress was in finding a viable long-term 
home for live flat racing. 

Possible venues shifted from Morven Park to Powhatan Planation even to Colonial 
Downs once again during 2017, though no significant advancements were charted by 
the year’s conclusion. The return to Colonial Downs would be linked to its sale, and 
while there reportedly are interested parties, all was quiet on that front as the year wound 
down. The future site of Virginia’s next live racing venue remains at best undetermined.

I neluctability. Now that’s a word you don’t hear every day It 
means inevitability; something not to be avoided or resisted. 
It’s also the official Jockey Club name of the now 31-year-old 
gelding adopted by Fran Burns 16 years ago. She calls him Ben, 
but the literal meaning of his registered name couldn’t have been 
more prophetic. 

Burns found herself in the market for a new mount after 
losing a much-loved horse she’d had for years. Leads filtered to 
her, and her Monkton, Md., neighbor J.B. Secor advised that he 
knew of something suitable. Event rider Jill Adriani was then 
working for Secor, and was shopping for a horse to take her 
further up the eventing ladder. 

Adriani practically grew up on Ben, the first horse she owned 
after graduating from the pony ranks. His previous owner, Ann 
Zouck, was reluctant to sell him to Adriani’s father as Jill was 
only 12 at the time. Ben hadn’t been off the track for too long, 
and Zouck wasn’t completely convinced the match would be a 
good one. 

“I went on to do quite well retraining him myself and taking 
some dressage lessons on him here and there,” Adriani said. “We 
went through preliminary [level] in eventing. I competed in The 
Young Riders Dressage Championships on him and also many 


hunter shows. He was a 
pretty talented horse but 
just left a little bit in the 
scope that I needed to go 
on further in eventing. So 
the decision was made 
to sell him so I can get 
another prospect.” 

Ben was the first horse 
Burns saw in her search. 
Her checklist was simple. 
She wanted a horse who 
could jump a bit—enough 
for some lower-level local 
shows —and was good on 
trails. Trainer Jill French 
went along with Burns to 
provide recommendations 
and moral support. Oddly 
enough, Burns didn’t 
try Ben herself that day, 
choosing instead to watch 
Adriani ride. 

“And then I did what 
every other horse person 
does,” Burns said. “I went 
and looked at gazillions of 
other horses but I could 
not get that first horse 
out of my mind. So [French] suggested we go back and check 
him out again. I rode him for 10 minutes and already knew that 
I loved him. I told Jill Adriani that I couldn’t afford to pay what 
she was asking, but I would make up the difference in his care. 

He would have a lifetime home with me and I would never sell 
him.” 

It turned out to be an offer the Adriani family couldn’t refuse. 

Burns didn’t know too much about her new acquisition’s 
history when she bought him, not that it mattered. But when 
Zouck surprised her with the gift of his foal papers, Burns was 
thrilled to put the puzzle together. 

Bred in Maryland by Dr. Philip Torsney, the son of Horatius 
was produced from the Key to the Mint mare Key to the Dynasty 
on April 16, 1987. Ineluctability made every one of his 34 career 
starts in Maryland, with his sole win occurring in a maiden 
claimer at Pimlico Aug. 4, 1990, under Edgar Prado. And that 
was his finest hour; he finished second three times, was third six 
times and earned $25,540. 

Zouck also shared one unusual bit of information: he had 
been involved in a barn fire. 

“I’m not sure at what point in his life that had happened,” 
Burns said, “and I believe it had been at Pimlico. We used to hot- 
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shoe him and had noticed that he really did not like the smell of 
smoke. So it all made sense.” 

Through social media, Burns tracked down one of 
Dr. Torsney’s daughters and informed her that she had one 
of his homebreds. 

“I saw that she was talking about Horatius on Facebook, so I 
sent her a private message. She was so excited,” Burns said. “I 
sent her a copy of the win photo that I have of Ben, and she 
was over the moon.” 

These days, blacksmiths and veterinarians who visit Burns’ 

11-acre Boxwood Farm in Monkton all refer to Ben by his 
unofficial moniker—“The best horse in the barn.” No longer 
ridden, he’s the lead example to the four additional equine 
residents on the property. 

“I always tell Ben this is his farm,” Burns laughed. “I have 
five here now. I’m an old-horse boarding operation; I don’t take 
young horses. We take the ones that have issues and special 
needs. You have to have owners who are willing to spend the 
money to keep their lives going like that. And we do full care. All 
except one are Thoroughbreds; I have a Quarter Horse here too.” 

A lifelong horsewoman, Burns’ pedigree is as deeply Maryland 
as is Ben’s. She grew up on her family’s Happy Hopeful Farm 
on West Padonia Road in Baltimore County, a few miles up the 
road from Timonium. Her mother, Frances Gould Fox, still lives 
in the same home on the parcel of land the family retained. Her 
great-grandfather, John McPherson Dennis Sr., was president of 
Union Trust Co. and served as president of the Maryland State 
Fair during the 1930s. The annual Maryland Pony Show was a 
big favorite growing up, and she shared fond memories of her 
mother, often still in her flowered hat and white gloves worn to 
garden club meetings, driving their dark blue van to horse shows. 

A broken pelvis years ago cut Burns’ time in the saddle 
down to a bare minimum, but she does still occasionally hop on 
Garcon d’Or, a 15-year-old Private Terms gelding she adopted 
from Angel Acres. 

“I now live vicariously on the ground with my horses, which 
is unfortunate,” Burns said. “Every now and then I’ll hop on 
Garcon and putz around a bit, but I always end up paying for it 
for days later.” 

Jill Adriani and her father drive past Boxwood Farm fairly 
frequently and often stop by to feed Ben his favorite green and 
white spearmints. 

“It was really my dad who talked me into letting Fran purchase 
him for a lot less money than we were asking, as he agreed that 
he would have a great home with her,” Jill said. “And she did 
guarantee she would never sell him. She has kept her promise, 
and my father and I have stopped in time to time over the years 
to see him. I know he has lived a truly great life with her, and 
you can’t ask for anything more than that. He will always hold a 
special place in my heart.” 

Burns understands the sentiment. 

“I believe in fate and think that everything happens for a 
reason. I fell in love with Ben the minute I saw him and I didn’t 
even ride him that day. After I looked at a million other horses, I 
said to Jill [French] C I think I found the horse. It’s that very first 
one we saw.’ ” 

You could say it was ineluctable.

Patience rules 
in racing’s 
longest game 

W here are the mares? Last month, 
the magazine featured an article 
on the region’s stallions—pointing 
to at least nine new names—and the 
excitement of the various farms about the 
possibilities. 

Of course, if you’re like most people, 
the news of all the new stallions quickly 
drew a simple question. Where are all 
the mares? Those stallions need mates, 
and they’re going to have to come from 
somewhere. 

I say don’t worry about it. 

All those new stallions will spread out 
the mare numbers - meaning books of 
100 or more might be a challenge—but 
numbers are only part of the story when 
it comes to making a stallion. In what 
might be the longest game in the long 
game of Thoroughbred racing, a stallion 
proves himself over time and that goes 
for stallions in the Mid-Atlantic, Kentucky, 
Florida, Ireland, anywhere. It takes five 
years, at least, from the launch of a stud 
career to really know what you have. 

Think it through: 

• First, a horse is retired to stud in let’s 
say October 2017. 


• Four months later, he breeds his 
first mares after being marketed on his 
race record, pedigree, conformation and 
perhaps some incentives (everybody loves 
incentives). 

• A year (plus/minus) after that, his first 
foals arrive. It’s spring 2019. 

• He starts breeding his second crop. 

• Some of those first foals might sell 
as weanlings, but who knows where that 
leads. Weanlings by first-crop sires-or at 
least first-crop sires not named American 
Pharoah—are like buying lottery tickets. 
Oh sure, you’ll buy a few here and 
there—maybe even every day—but you’re 
not spending much money on them. 

• The calendar turns to 2020. Those 
first foals become yearlings and grow 
every which way—like all yearlings do— 
before going to the sales in August, 
September, October. If you’re keeping 
tabs, it’s three years since that stallion 
retired from racing. 

• Also in 2020, his second crop arrives 
and carries with it the stallion’s slim 
reputation. Did those first-crop yearlings 
sell well? Yes? Awesome, get the contracts 
for the third season. No? Oh boy, start 
hustling. Now would be a good time to 
expand on those incentives. 

• Those first foals are getting ready to 
run by spring 2021, but they won’t all run 
early. Some won’t even run until they turn 
3. Everybody wants people to do right by 
their horses, but a stallion owner can be 
excused for lamenting the patience of a 
trainer with 2-year-olds by a new stallion. 

• So now it’s 2022. The first-crop 
horses are racing, the second-crop horses 
are 2-year-olds and the whole thing is 
starting to percolate. Maybe. There’s still 
a long way to go. The first and second 
mares were bred on the enthusiasm of a 
new stallion. The third group, probably 
the smallest, needed a boost from the 
babies. The fourth and fifth group? One 
question. Can his sons and daughters run? 

By October 2023, that stallion who 
retired five years earlier will have three 
crops at the races. Is he any good? Was it 


all worth it? You’ll have an idea, but you 
still might not know. 

And that’s the magic in it. Nobody 
knows. And that’s also what drives the 
mare population. When stallions start to 
prove themselves, mares will come. 

The next big stallion could be at 
Northview Stallion Station, across the 
street at Heritage or in Harford County 
at Murmur, perhaps Bonita or good old 
Country Life. Maybe, he’s in Pennsylvania. 
Maybe, he’s in West Virginia. Maybe, 
Pennsylvania-based Jump Start is about to 
go off and get a “classic” horse to cement 
his reputation once and for all. 

The Mid-Atlantic stallion market 
bottomed out—and went a bit 
schizophrenic-when Maryland’s breeding 
industry tumbled to a low of 370 foals 
born in 2012 (from more than 1,200 in 
2000) along with a national foal crop that 
dropped from more than 37,000 to less 
than 24,000 in the same time frame. 

For years, new stallions of note were 
scarce. Some went to Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia because of the relative 
stability of the states’ breeding incentives. 
At venerable Country Life in September 
2003, Allen’s Prospect died and Malibu 
Moon was relocated to Kentucky while 
among the nation’s leading first-crop sires. 
Add in plenty of other variables connected 
to time, luck and circumstance, shake 
vigorously, simmer for a few years and. . . 

You end up with a mess, at least until 
Maryland’s industry stabilized with slots, 
and a long-term agreement between the 
state’s horsemen and racetracks. When 
that last puzzle piece dropped in 2012, 
along came new stallions. Of course, this 
being a long game, none of those stallions 
are proven. They’re not powering auction 
markets. They’re not making people buy 
a half-dozen mares a year (one or two 
maybe). Most of those stallions don’t 
even have runners yet, forcing breeders to 
squint at gangly yearlings and wooly foals 
to get an idea of what’s coming—a wave 
to ride or a storm to ride out. 

Hang on, everybody. W

The Broks find place atop Pennsylvania industry

'I eading, Pa., is a blue-collar city, the county seat of Berks County 
halfway between Harrisburg and Philadelphia. It’s a place where 
m^people tend to stay put for most of their lives, or at least not ven¬ 
ture too far from the reach of its suburbs. 


It was here that Glenn and Becky Brok 
grew up, met, married, bought a small farm 
on the outskirts of the city, and later moved 
to a bigger farm. Glenn was a jack-of-all 
trades, starting out as a hotwalker, and 
progressing to exercise rider, jockey agent, 
starting gate assistant and trainer. Becky 
was a fearless equestrian who worked as 
an exercise rider and helped Glenn to train 
while running summer camps, a carriage 
business, buying and retraining horses, and 
anything to help the farm hum along. 

Today, at their 100-acre Diamond B 
Farm in Mohrsville, Pa., about 16 miles 
north of Reading, the Broks still do it all. 
They stand stallions, breed and foal mares, 
offer layups, rehabilitation, bloodstock ser¬ 
vices and sales preparation. 

When expanded gaming came to 
Pennsylvania, and brought along purse 
supplements and other incentives to the 
Thoroughbred industry, the fruits of their 
labors began paying off. In 2017, they 
became the state’s leading breeders thanks 
to horses that have just as deep blue-collar 
roots as they do. Most of the Broks’ home- 
breds are out of modest mares sired by 
past or present Diamond B stallions. 

The farm’s top earner was The Man, 
a fleet son of former farm stallion 
Ecclesiastic who won all six starts in 2017, 
including the Banjo Picker Sprint Stakes 
for Pennsylvania-breds at Parx Racing 
Sept. 2, netting nearly $125,000 in breeder 
and stallion awards. Other major breeder 


award earners include Tipyourwaiterwell, 
American Talent, P. Sue and Rolin With 
Olin, all sired by current stallion Talent 
Search. 

When the dust settled at the end of the 
year, the Broks’ homebreds had earned 
more breeder and stallion awards, com¬ 
bined, than any other breeder in state his¬ 
tory. To those who know the Broks, the 
achievement was not entirely unexpected. 


Glenn Brok did not come from a rac¬ 
ing family. His father, Bob, started out in 
the carnival business and then later owned 
a housewares and health and beauty aids 
company that served supermarkets and 
department stores in and around Reading. 
And he decided to surprise Glenn at his 
third birthday party with pony rides. 

“He might as well have given me her¬ 
oin,” recalled Glenn. “That was it; it was 
off to the races, that was all I ever wanted 
to do. I just got horse crazy. As I got older, 
I went to the local riding stables on the 
weekends to go riding, and my Uncle Irv 
took me to the Catskills one time to a dude 
ranch. I was always small, and he put me on 
these big old plow-type horses and we’d go 
riding around the trails. Of course, when 
you’re younger you think the mountain’s 
higher and the horses are bigger. It just 
grew from there.” 

When Glenn was about 12, he had a 
paper route to earn some money, which 


he used to ride the bus outside of Reading 
as far as it would go and then hitchhiked 
the rest of the way to a hack stable called 
Mill Acres, which was run by an old horse 
trader named Bob Wolford. 

“I’d sleep on the couch in the barn and 
we’d go to the horse sales at New Holland 
and Bob would buy horses,” said Glenn. 
“He would rent them out, and I’d help him 
with chores.” 

From there, Glenn joined the Berks 
Pony Club, the same organization that 
Becky became one of the leaders of many 
years later. Through the Pony Club, he 
found a position in Lititz, Pa., riding jump¬ 
ers for Gigi Greene. 

“I graduated high school on a Friday 
and left home on a Saturday to go live 
in Lititz,” said Glenn of the Lancaster 
County town. “I lived in the attic of Gigi’s 
farmhouse and worked for her all sum¬ 
mer, but that was during the Vietnam War, 
in 1969. Through a friend of my dad’s I 
got a position in the National Guard, so 
I enlisted while I was still in high school 
and I never left for basic training until the 
end of that summer, when I got done rid¬ 
ing and working for Gigi. And then I was 
called up for boot camp, and I went to Fort 
Knox the end of 1969 and from there to 
Fort Hamilton, and then I came home.” 

Instead of going back to riding jump¬ 
ers, Glenn met Edith Masters, one of the 
first women riders on the racetrack (who 
also rode as Edith Hinsley). She took 
him to Liberty Bell Racetrack in north¬ 
east Philadelphia, and they commuted 
from Reading to Liberty Bell every day, 
with Glenn getting a job walking hots 
for Howard “Buddy” Jacobson, a leading 
trainer in New York who had a string of 
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about 40 horses in the mid-Atlantic region. 
Glenn said that, after being at Liberty Bell 
for several months, he was told Jacobson 
was shipping to Laurel Park. So Glenn 
headed to Maryland. 

“At first I was staying in an efficiency 
apartment at the Valencia Hotel on Route 
1 in Laurel,” said Glenn. “Then I wrecked 
my car and didn’t have the wheels to go 
back and forth to work every day, and so I 
moved into a tack room and that was the 
first time I lived on the racetrack. It was

OK; it was kind of bleak. I had a fold-out 
bed that they gave me, a black light and a 
couple of posters.” 

Soon after, Jacobson’s operation came 
to a screeching halt. Stewards in Maryland 
suspended him for 45 days for selling a 
horse he had claimed in New York before 
a required 60-day waiting period. 

“We came in one day and on the front 
page of the Daily Racing Form was a target 
with Buddy’s face in the middle of it,” 
recalled Glenn. “The article said the New 


York Racing Association was gunning for 
Buddy Jacobson. They had tried to rule 
him off, kind of like A1 Capone, for a 
number of different things, and they finally 
ruled him off in Maryland.” 

New York stewards honored the Mary¬ 
land suspension, so Jacobson lost stall 
space and dispersed his horses. 

“We went from having 30-40 head of 
horses to having three, and I went from 
walking hots to my first exercise-rider 
position,” said Glenn. “Buddy had three 
































2-year-olds left that he owned, and that’s 
when I started riding on the racetrack.” 

Glenn eventually went back to Liberty 
Bell and galloped horses for Hall of Fame 
trainer Harry Trotsek and Bob Camac, 
moving around the region and living in 
tack rooms at Garden State Park and 
Adantic City Race Course as well as Liberty 
Bell. At Garden State in the early 1970s, 
where he also worked on the starting gate, 
he met John Wames, and they became life¬ 
long friends. 

“Glenn and I hung together a long 
time,” said Wames, who trains at Penn 
National. ££ We lived in a 10-by-12 concrete 
tack room [at Garden State] with one win¬ 
dow. It wasn’t great, but it was cheap. It 
wasn’t all that bad, it was a place to lay your 
head, and we were young guys, so we didn’t 
mind. We both worked for Camac; I was 
rubbing horses and Glenn was the exercise 
rider. We were never separated—we were 
best friends.” 

Glenn said that he finally started to 
make some money, so he bought a 30-foot 
travel trailer to get out of living in tack 
rooms, and he and Wames continued to be 
roommates. 

In the early 1970s, jockey Billy Nemeti, 
a leading rider at Penn National, told 
Glenn that he thought he’d be a great 
jockey’s agent, and Glenn added another 
aspect of the Thoroughbred industry to 


his resume by taking the books of Nemeti 
and several other jockeys, including Buff 
Bradford and Gary Hess. 

££ I galloped horses that my riders’ rode, 
and then hustled book,” said Glenn, who 
also played polo for the Lancaster Polo 
Club in Lititz during that time. ££ But when 
Nemeti got hurt, I quit. It was at that point, 
about 1973-74, that I took out my trainer’s 
license.” 

In 1975, Glenn’s father asked him to 
come home to help run his business, and if 
he did he would help him buy a farm, with 
the understanding that if it didn’t work 
out, Glenn could go back to the racetrack. 
While his heart was with the horses, his 
head was meant for business. 

££ Star Drug bought Dad’s company, and 
they made me sign a non-compete contract 
and so I stayed working for them,” said 
Glenn. “When the contract was up [in 
1982], I went back to the racetrack and I 
had my first farm. That was right around 
the time I met Becky again.” 


Becky Merkel Brok hails from Birds- 
boro, Pa., a rural area of just 1.4 square 
miles (population of about 5,000) south¬ 
east of Reading. 

££ I was always into horses, too, since I 
started taking riding lessons when I was 
eight years old,” said Becky. ££ I got my first 


horse when I was 15, and he cost $300. 
Then I started cleaning stalls at a farm 
near my house, and Glenn and I actually 
met at an event for show jumping, when 
he helped me load my horse onto a van.” 

Years later, they began bumping into 
each other more and more. Glenn was 
running a farm in Yellow House, in eastern 
Berks County, and he had some babies to 
break. 

“How would you like to learn to ride 
racehorses?” Glenn asked. 

“Sure,” said Becky. 

And thus began a career, and a relation¬ 
ship. 

“I took her under my wing,” Glenn said 
with a laugh. Eventually, Glenn got Becky 
a job with trainer Rich Hoffa at Penn 
National. 

“I told Rich [Hoffa] that I knew this 
young girl, a pretty good rider,” said Glenn. 
“I said I’d never seen someone as natural 
a rider as Becky. She just took to it over¬ 
night.” 

Hoffa took Glenn at his word. 

“I was given three horses to gallop right 
away, they were easy horses,” said Becky. 
“Rich had 18 at the time, and right after I 
started the exercise rider that was working 
for him broke his leg, and I went from gal¬ 
loping three horses to 18.” 

By 1986, Glenn and Becky began living 
together at Glenn’s first farm, also named 
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An indoor arena gives Diamond B some winter-weather options with horses. 


Diamond B, and Glenn was training horses 
at Penn National and the now-defunct Erie 
Downs, which conducted a meet primar¬ 
ily consisting of low-level claimers racing 
short distances. 

“I had 20 head of horses up there in 
Erie, and I ended up winning 30 races 
and was third-leading trainer,” said Glenn, 
whose Thoroughbred career soon took 
another turn. 

He accepted a position with Brook 
Ledge Horse Transportation, which had 
been purchased by the Gotwals family and 
was expanding its business from Stand- 
ardbreds and livestock into Thorough¬ 
breds. Glenn became good friends with 
Brad Gotwals, and when the Erie meet 
ended Sept. 9, started with Brook Ledge 
the next day. 

“They hired me to dispatch,” said 
Glenn. “I knew horses, but not dispatch¬ 
ing and trucks. But Brad made it fun, and 
we did a lot of things together. Then he 
let me go see some customers and attend 
the sales, and I created my own niche. I 
remember Becky and I went from farm to 
farm in Ocala handing out cards and meet¬ 
ing people, trying to get Brook Ledge’s 
name out there with the Thoroughbred 
people.” 

Glenn’s friendship with Wames and 
Gotwals became so strong that, when he 
and Becky married, he asked both of them 
to stand up for him at the ceremony, thus 
having two “best men.” 


“It took a few years to convince Glenn 
to work for us,” said Gotwals. “Once he 
did, he helped Brook Ledge every step 
of the way. His forte is sales; he could sell 
ice cubes to eskimos. And he eats, sleeps 
and breathes Thoroughbred racing, which 
was essential for helping us get business 
in Ocala and at tracks like Monmouth 
Park and Belmont Park. He knows most 
everybody in the industry, and he’s handled 
thousands of situations and has always 
been able to correct things. Now Brook 
Ledge has business with everybody at the 
top, and I don’t think we’d be where we are 
today without Glenn.” 

Eventually, the Broks expanded the first 
Diamond B. They built a 10-stall barn and 
riding ring, and then added another six 
stalls onto the barn. Their first foray into 
Thoroughbred sales came after they were 
asked to prep and sell three weanlings, and 
they sold pretty well. Becky found she real¬ 
ly liked working with babies and prepping 
them, so she established her Becky Merkel 
Sales Company. In 1995, they broke a filly 
by Irish Tower for the 2-year-old sales and 
shipped her to Timonium for the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May sale, where she sold 
to Ken and Sarah Ramsey. 

“Ken Ramsey ended up buying her for 
$34,000, named her Talking Tower, and 
we were able to buy our first tractor,” said 
Glenn. 

The Broks had 2-year-old consign¬ 
ments for several years, and later decided 
that Pennsylvania was more profitable for 


pinhooking weanlings to yearlings, because 
they couldn’t compete against the Ocala 
pinhookers, who could train all winter. 

As the business grew, the couple knew 
it was time to look for a new farm. In 
2003, they found one on Tilden Road in 
Mohrsville, which was all unfenced alfalfa 
fields, with a house, a cottage, and a bank 
barn that had been used for cows. 

They went about transforming it to 
a Thoroughbred facility, laying out and 
fencing pastures, designing and building 
a main barn, and a year later a second 
barn. There were foaling stalls, room for 
mares and babies, yearlings and wean¬ 
lings. Pennsylvania legalized slots in 2004, 
and new clients came, among them the 
Ramseys, who were interested in the Penn¬ 
sylvania breeding program. Some of the 
stakes horses foaled at Diamond B for 
the Ramseys include Arlington Million-G1 
winner Real Solution, Grade 2 winner 
Emotional Kitten, and Grade 1-placed 
Gung Ho. 

Standing stallions had never been on 
the Broks’ radar until Ken Ramsey came 
along with Talent Search, a Grade 1 -caliber 
sprinter. The son of Catienus stood at 
Diamond B for three years before going 
back to Ramsey Farm in Kentucky for 
one season; he was then purchased by the 
Broks and brought back to Diamond B. 

“When we made the deal for Talent 
Search, we built the breeding shed and 
stallion barn,” said Glenn. The farm also 
stood Ecclesiastic and Senor Swinger; at 
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present, Eclipticalspraline, Got the Last 
Laugh and Uptowncharlybrown share the 
stallion barn with Talent Search. 

Fantasy Lane Stable, headed by Bob 
Hutt, had raced Uptowncharlybrown, a 
stakes-winning son of Limehouse, and 
wanted to stand him in Pennsylvania. After 
a disappointing first season at another 
farm, the stallion moved to Diamond B. 

“When ‘Charly’ first went to Diamond 
B, it was almost like the Phoenix rising 
from the ashes,” said Hutt. “And when I 
met Glenn and Becky, I felt very, very com¬ 
fortable with them. They took a chance on 
Charly.” 

From two small crops, the stallion has 
exceeded expectations, siring eight winners 
from 10 starters, including the stakes- 
placed Midtowncharlybrown, who has won 
six races from 11 starts and $173,588. 

“Glenn and Becky are very upfront 
with me, and there’s no sugar coating if 
there’s any bad news,” said Hutt. “I know 
that my yearlings, weanlings and stallion 
are all well taken care of. I can count on 
them. They are salt of the earth, wonderful 
people. I never have to call and check on 
my horses. Their warmth and courtesy and 
professionalism are unlike any I’ve experi¬ 
enced in the horse industry. I feel blessed 
and fortunate to have them in my life.” 

The Broks’ success in 2017 came thanks 
to The Man, whose second dam, Shorty’s 
Promise, was the first mare owned by the 
Broks. They bred Shorty’s Promise to the 
New York-based sire Rodeo, and in 2001 
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got Rodeo Licious, whom they sold at 
Saratoga as a yearling for $25,000 and who 
won the Fashion and Bouwerie Stakes. In 
2006, Shorty’s Promise foaled a filly by 
Northern Afleet named Shorty’s Epiphany, 
who never raced but produced The Man. 

“Glenn kept saying, Tm going to breed 
horses in Pennsylvania, and I’m going to 
get breeders’ awards,’” said Becky. “I told 
him, Aou better get a mare.’ Now we have 
about 15.” 

This past year, Becky foaled nearly 50 
mares for themselves and clients. 

Both of the Broks’ daughters, Sarah 
and Samantha, have followed their parents 
into the world of horses. Sarah, 29, works 
for KESMARC, an equine rehabilitation 
center in Versailles, Ky., and previously 
walked hots for Linda Rice at Saratoga, 
worked for Patti Miller of EQB and Todd 
Beattie at Penn National, and became 
involved in pinhooking with her husband 
Carlos Estrada, who works for Four Star 
Sales. 

Younger daughter Samantha, 22, is an 
accomplished equestrian, attending shows 
across the country with Becky, who also 
breeds Andalusians. Becky and Samantha 
adopted Derby Day Kitten, a Ramsey 


homebred foaled at Diamond B, through 
Parx Racing’s Turning for Home pro¬ 
gram and retrained him for the Retired 
Racehorse Project’s 2017 Thoroughbred 
Makeover. 

In addition to working as the vice presi¬ 
dent of sales for Brook Ledge, a job which 
takes him to nearly every Thoroughbred 
auction throughout the year, Glenn has 
also selected horses for clients, including 
three stakes winners for MMG Stables, 
the stable name of Mohammad Al-Gadhi, 
who hails from Saudi Arabia. They are 
El Areeb, who won the Grade 3 Jerome 
and Withers Stakes in 2017 and more 
than $365,000; Undulated, winner of the 
Swynford Stakes at Woodbine in 2016; and 
multiple stakes winner and graded stakes- 
placed Never Gone South. 

Thus, through a combination of hard 
work, business savvy, strong personal ties 
and diversification, the Broks’ Diamond B 
Farm has risen to the top of Pennsylvania’s 
breeding industry. 

“Glenn is a pretty amazing guy, and 
I give him a lot of credit for being such 
a successful businessman,” said Wames. 
“He’s a mover and a shaker in this indus¬ 
try.” 


While running Diamond B is a full-time 
commitment for Glenn (66) and Becky 
(52), they do find a little time during the 
year to unwind. They both enjoy trail riding 
and also snorkeling, which they like do on 
annual trips to Jamaica in December, after 
all the breeding and foaling and sales are 
completed-and before it all begins again. 
They also look forward to spending a few 
days during the summer on a Montana 
ranch, where, among other things, they 
help gather and move a large herd of cattle 
while on horseback. 

“In the future, we’d like to continue 
bringing useful stallions to Pennsylvania,” 
said Glenn, “and do what we love on the 
farm while participating in the lucrative 
Pennsylvania breeding program.” 

Glenn isn’t quite sure how it all came 
to be. 

“It’s hard to believe,” he said, in reflect¬ 
ing upon 2017. “When a horse wins and 
you make $10,000 or $20,000, like what 
happened with The Man, you almost have 
to pinch yourself. The Pennsylvania breed¬ 
ing program has been really great for us. 
And I guess I’ve been pretty lucky, mostly 
because of Becky.” W

Monmouth Park’s Kulina looks back at long career in racing

B ob Kulina remembers his first official 
job on the payroll at Monmouth Park 
like it happened yesterday 
More than 40 years removed from the 
moment, as he rose in positions at the track 
from the lowest entry-level job as a claims 
clerk in the racing office to the upstairs 
corner office as the track’s president and 
general manager, it still gives him a chuckle. 

Sure he remembers plenty more—like 
hustling the dream matchup between Aly- 
sheba and Bet Twice in the 1987 Haskell, 
enticing the connections of Spectacular 
Bid to run in the 1980 Iselin, hosting 
the Breeders’ Cup in 2007 or landing 
the big one when American Pharoah 
came to the Jersey Shore for his first start 
as a Triple Crown winner in the 2015 
Haskell. Yet a spring day in 1972 stands 
out. Kulina couldn’t help but look back in 
early December as he prepared for his final 
month at Monmouth before his retirement 
became official at the end of 2017. 

“I was rubbing horses at Laurel before 
I started here, before the meet started, and 
Mr. [Ken] Lennox said, We have stakes 
closings, would you go hustle the noms?’” 
Kulina said. “I had never done anything. I’d 
never even been in the racing office. This is 
like Day 1. I’m a groom. I walk three barns 
down and there’s Frank Whiteley, a cold 
miserable day in May. I walk in.” 

“Mr. Whiteley?” 

“Yes, who are you?” 

“Fm Bob Kulina, I work for Ken Lennox at 
Monmouth Park. ” 

Kulina had just gotten out of the 
National Guard. It was the 1970s. He had 
“longer” hair, a mustache. Whiteley looked 
at Kulina and was skeptical. 

“Are you Joe’s son?” 

“Yes sir. ” 

“He let’s you look like that?” 

“What do you mean , sir?” 


Whiteley called Kulina “Long Hair” and 
remained skeptical-of Kulina, the conver¬ 
sation, sending any horses to Monmouth 
on the advice of the kid standing in the 
tack room. 

“If you knew Frank, he was the biggest 
ball-buster in the world,” said Kulina. “His 
son David is in the room, a couple other 
grooms, it’s a cold, rotten morning. Frank 
just keeps busting me. I have a temper, but 
back then I had a temper. So I get back into 
it with him.” 

Kulina stayed on point, for a bit anyway. 

“Well, Mr. Lennox wants to know if you 
want to nominate anybody for these stakes. ” 

The conversation continued. Whiteley 
poked. Kulina tried to stick to the script. 
Finally, he poked back. 

“Mr. Whiteley , do you have a dime?” 

Whiteley looked at Kulina. The room 
got quiet. 

“Of course I have a dime.” 

“Good, herds the stake book, if you want to 
nominate somebody buy a 10-cent stamp and send 
them in. ” 

“I walk out of the room, David and 
the guys broke up laughing and I became 
best friends with Frank Whiteley my whole 
career because of that. That was my first 
act for Monmouth Park. Do you have a 
dime?” Kulina said. “I was too stupid to 
know that he was a future Hall of Fame 
trainer, not just another trainer.” 

Whiteley would be inducted into rac¬ 
ing’s Hall of Fame six years later and 
Kulina would embark on a long career in 
racing, almost all of it in New Jersey. 

The interaction with Whiteley was one 
of thousands Kulina shared with horse¬ 
men throughout his roughly 45-year career. 
Kulina basically spent his entire profes¬ 
sional career in New Jersey, aside from a 
single season as racing secretary at Florida’s 
Hialeah Park in 1980. 


Kulina also worked at Garden State 
Park, Atlantic City Race Course and the 
Meadowlands. Monmouth is where he’s 
synonymous and his time in Oceanport 
goes back further than that fateful day with 
Whiteley in 1972. 

Kulina’s father Joe was a trainer, and the 
racetrack was their life. 

“I started coming here in 1963, I was 
13, not quite 14,” Kulina said. “I worked 
with my dad, obviously, as any trainer’s son 
does. I recall if I wasn’t in school I was at 
Monmouth Park. Like any trainer’s son 
you get up in the middle of the night, go 
to work, work seven days a week. I used to 
laugh that I was the only kid that prayed 
for school to begin. I’ve been coming here 
my whole life.” 

Another favorite memory for Kulina— 
who obviously possesses many—involves 
his father and the 1961 Whitney Handicap. 

Joe Kulina wintered in Aiken, S.C., and 
the younger Kulina spent mornings watch¬ 
ing the legendary Greentree Stable stars 
and trainer Carl Hanford’s charges during 
what he calls “the glory days of racing.” 
One of those legends was Kelso, the horse 
Kulina considers “the all-time great” and 
his favorite horse. 

Kelso, Horse of the Year in 1960 and 
on his way to the second of what would be 
five consecutive of those titles in 1961, was 
heavily favored at 1-2 in that year’s Whitney 
despite an impost of 130 pounds. Joe 
Kulina shipped Our Hope, in receipt of 19 
pounds, from New Jersey to Belmont Park 
to take on Bohemia Stables’ big horse. 

“This is funny now. I was 11 and we 
were on a Sunday school trip to some 
amusement park; my mother, my sister 
and me,” Kulina said. “Dad’s obviously in 
New York with the horse. Back then they 
showed it on TV, the live race. 
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“My mother convinced the bus driver, 
on a Sunday school trip no less, to stop at 
this bar and she goes in, watches the race, 
the horse wins and she runs out. We drive 
all the way home and this is the biggest 
thing ever. My father comes home, bear in 
mind we’ve got no cell phones, no com¬ 
munication of any sort, and my mother 
is excited about the win. My father says, 
What do you mean? We didn’t win, we got 
taken down.’ I vividly remember that day.” 

Our Hope indeed finished ahead of 
Kelso in the Whitney but was disqualified 
after jockey Eddie Arcaro, who legend 
has it came back to weigh out with a bent 
stirrup and white paint on his left boot 
from brushing the inside rail, claimed foul. 
Stewards disqualified Our Hope to sec¬ 
ond for bumping, giving Kelso the first 
of three Whitney wins during his Hall of 
Fame career. 

“It gets better,” Kulina said. “Mrs. 
[Allaire] duPont wrote my father a letter 
apologizing for the worst stewards’ deci¬ 
sion she ever saw in her life. That was the 
game back then. The roots of the game are 
so ingrained in me, so it was just second 
nature that I wound up working in racing.” 

Kulina advanced up the ranks from 
his job earning $25 a day as a claims clerk 
in Monmouth’s racing office to assistant 
racing secretary under Lennox by 1975. 
Kulina continues to hold Lennox, who 
passed away at age 88 in 2007, in the high¬ 
est regard. 

Along with his father, Kulina counts 
Lennox as his biggest mentor and ranks 
him professionally equally with the con¬ 
temporaries of his era, Kenny Noe and 
Tommy Trotter. Kulina also points out that 
Lennox, like himself, was able to stay in 
one place for nearly his entire career. 

Kulina took over as racing secretary at 
Monmouth in 1977 and was named general 
manager in 1991. 

The Haskell Invitational, Monmouth’s 
premier race, was inaugurated in 1968 
(originally for older horses) and flour¬ 
ished during Kulina’s tenure at the track. 
Awarded Grade 1 status every year 
since 1973—when the North American 
Graded Stakes Committee started to grade 
races —the Haskell annually attracts the 
country’s best 3-year-olds. 

Kulina is particularly proud of the 
Haskell and on one wall of his office, large¬ 
ly sparse with many of his favorite photos 
packed away at home, is a framed image of 
the finish of the 1987 race. Kulina calls it 
“the most important race” in Monmouth’s 
history and for him personally “because of 
the way it came together.” 

Alysheba won the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness Stakes that year before being 


upset by Bet Twice while going for a sweep 
of the Triple Crown in the Belmont Stakes. 

Jimmy Croll trained Bet Twice and based 
his string in the summer at Monmouth, so 
Kulina knew he could guarantee at least 
one of the nation’s big 3-year-olds in the 
gate for the Haskell. Luring the Derby and 
Preakness winner was another story. 

“I remember watching the Derby with 
my wife, who is not a racing person. She’s 
not into racing but she knows it and under¬ 
stands it, so anyway, the Derby is on and 
I’m like, ‘Goddamn it, Alysheba won, he’ll 
never run here, Jack [Van Berg] doesn’t 
know me,’” Kulina said. “Sue says, ‘How 
do you know that?’ 

“Then we go to the Preakness and he 
wins again, then Jimmy wins the Belmont. 
So we start getting close to the Haskell 
and Scooter Dickey was here and he used 
to work for Jack. He’s a great guy, maybe 
had 10 horses here. A couple weeks after 
the Belmont he walks into my office here 
and I said, ‘You know Jack right?’ He tells 
me he’s a dear friend and I ask him ‘How 
do I get him to come?’ Scooter doesn’t 
miss a beat and says, You know Jack likes 
money.’” 

Kulina said Dickey grabbed the phone 
in his office, dialed Van Berg, said a few 
words with the Hall of Fame horseman 
before handing the phone to a surprised 
Kulina. 

“Mr. Van Berg?” 

“It’s Jack.” 

“OK, Jack, I have Jimmy Croll here and he’s 
running Bet Twice. Obviously you won two-thirds 
oj the Triple Crown and if you bring Alysheba 
here you can make me a superstar. ” 

Kulina said the two talked a bit more, 
back and forth, before Van Berg asked if 
the purse could be increased. 

“Sure, we can do that. ” 

“Bob, I’ll call you back in two days.” 

Two days later Van Berg called back. 

“I’m coming and this is what I want: 
three stalls next to Scooter.” 

Kulina called his stall man Harry 
McCabe, delivered Van Berg’s request and 
was told it couldn’t be done. 

“Let me re-word this, I need three stalls next 
to Scooter or I’m going to hire a new stall man. ” 

McCabe came through with the stalls. 
Van Berg and Alysheba came to New 
Jersey for the Haskell—which featured a 
purse of $500,000 (up $200,000 from the 
previous year). Bet Twice won again, with 
Alysheba a hard-charging second (beaten a 
neck) and early leader Lost Code another 
neck back in third. 


“Jack came and the rest is history,” said 
Kulina, looking at the photo with the three 
horses just before the wire. 

Jim Gagliano, president and chief oper¬ 
ating officer at The Jockey Club, was just 
one of several executives in racing to 
start his professional career at Monmouth 
working under Kulina. Gagliano started at 
the track when he was just 17 and contin¬ 
ued through college until graduating and 
serving as the track’s publicist. 

Gagliano saw Kulina’s dedication to the 
Haskell up close and even shares what he 
called a “bit part” in that memorable 1987 
edition. 

Gagliano was following the career of 
Lost Code, who skipped the Triple Crown 
races but won seven consecutive stakes 
in the south and midwest from March 
through July and looked like a logical 
Haskell entrant. Gagliano called trainer Bill 
Donovan about the idea. 

“Do you think you’ll bring this horse to 
the Haskell?” Gagliano asked. 

Donovan, who later became good 
friends with Gagliano and called him 
Jiminy Cricket, didn’t hesitate: “Well, it’s an 
invitational and I’m sitting here waiting for 
my invitation.” 

Being a good Monmouth Park guy, 
Gagliano went looking for Kulina who was 
in the middle of pitching a game for the 
track softball team. 

“You’ve got come with me and call this 
guy,” Gagliano said. “He’s waiting for an 
invitation.” 

Kulina rolled his eyes and said, “Of 
course he’s going to get an invitation.” The 
veteran racetrack executive called Dono¬ 
van, and Lost Code was part of the big 
three. 

Kulina said he and Van Berg, who 
passed away this past December at age 81, 
became great friends after that year—he 
later celebrated with champagne in the 
dark at Van Berg’s barn after Alysheba won 
the 1988 Breeders’ Cup Classic at Churchill 
Downs. Kulina maintained friendly and 
working relationships with horsemen 
across the country and Monmouth Park 
reaped the rewards. 

The Haskell purse stayed at $500,000 
after the Alysheba-Bet Twice-Lost Code 
showdown and moved to $1 million in 
1997, and has been at least that ever since. 
The value has leapt to higher figures over 
the years thanks to the involvment of 
some of racing’s biggest names includ¬ 
ing Point Given (2001), Rachel Alexandra 
(2009) and American Pharoah (2015). 

The growth and continued popularity 
of the Haskell is just one of the positives 
to come out of Monmouth during Kulina’s 
tenure. 
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The unabashed fan of Bruce 
Springsteen like any proud New 
Jersey native isn’t afraid to brag 
on the accomplishments a little 
bit. Whether it’s raising purses 
for major stakes to attract stars, 
starting simulcasting, hosting the 
first two-day Breeders’ Cup, mov¬ 
ing money out of the marketing 
budget to offer starting bonuses 
for owners and trainers in certain 
races and, in the future, exchange 
wagering and sports betting, 
New Jersey is leading the way in 
Kulina’s mind. 

“New Jersey has changed the 
game in so many ways,” he said. 
“People make Jersey jokes, but we 
had to be more innovative because 
we weren’t New York. We had 
to do things differently . . . Like 
Mr. [Leon] Hess sending us to 
get Spectacular Bid for the [1980 
Amory L. Haskell] Handicap, you 
do what you have to do. We told 
him, We have to raise the purse’ 
and he said, Well, raise it.’ 

“We had to keep being inno¬ 
vative because we don’t have the 
resources that some of the other 
tracks have.”

Walking Away 

Kulina thought about announcing his 
retirement midway through 2017, going 
out with the 50th Haskell, but said he 
“got cold feet.” Basically he didn’t want to 
take away from the race he’d help nurture 
through the years. 

Dennis Drazin, advisor to both the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and Darby Development, 
Monmouth’s current owner, offered some 
enticement to Kulina looking at the pos¬ 
sibility of sports betting in the state. 

£ What if we get sports wagering? We’re 
going to have money again,” he told Kulina 
last spring, hoping the veteran executive 
might stay on a bit longer. 

Kulina and his wife Sue took a river 
cruise vacation while Monmouth was run¬ 
ning its summer meeting, and that’s when 
he decided it was time to move on. 

“With the sports wagering, by then I’d 
be 70 and . . . it’s just time,” he said. “I 
retired because I love this place too much 
to be selfish and keep staying, if that makes 
any sense. It’s where I am with it all.” 

As his final weeks counted down, 
Kulina still made the trip to the track from 
his home near Princeton, just not as fre¬ 
quently. He said he came out “once a week 
for lunch and to play.” 


Sitting behind his desk wearing a sweat¬ 
er over a pressed dress shirt-in contrast to 
his ever-present attire of a suit and tie dur¬ 
ing racing or when on official business — 
Kulina looked and spoke like a man ready 
for his next challenge. Five clipboards, 
which used to include notes and memos 
of tasks to be done, hang empty on their 
hooks. 

Kulina leaves a lasting legacy at Mon¬ 
mouth. Changes to the facility, including 
the expanded picnic area, give him the 
most pride-just ahead of the people who 
came up though the ranks and hold promi¬ 
nent positions in the industry. 

The list is long indeed: Gagliano, Lou 
Raffetto, Bob Umphrey, Doug Reed, Sal 
Sinatra, Mike Weiss, Mike Lakow, Chris 
McErlean, Randy Soth, Rick Hammerle, 
Nick Black, Frank Gabriel, Tim Ritvo, 
Chris Dragone, Pete Scarnetti, Gordon 
Richards, Sean Greely, Eual Wyatt Jr. and 
others spent time in the racing office work¬ 
ing with or under Kulina. 

“You look at the rosters of the 
Meadowlands and here, and you’re like, 
Who are those guys?’ We were just kids, 
but we were the Phoenicians,” said Kulina, 
referencing the ancient Greek civilization 
responsible for an early alphabet, economy 


and political structure; the New Jersey 
racing office was the beginning for many. 
£ 'Eventually we had to send them out and 
on their way because we couldn’t keep 
them. 

“Upper management at racetracks 
came, from my career, out of racing. Now 
upper management is coming out of law¬ 
yers, business and marketing. There are 
reasons for it. The game is very simple, my 
horse is faster than your horse. Let’s race to 
there and prove it. That’s our game. I say 
this jokingly and affectionately, I’ve spent 
my whole career based around silly animals 
running in circles. That’s what I love. That’s 
what our game is.” 

“He mentored a lot of us and I think at 
one point probably in the early 2000s there 
were six or seven or eight of us around 
the country that were running racetracks,” 
Gagliano said. “Bobby is Monmouth Park. 
There’s been no one that has had more of 
an impact at Monmouth than him for such 
a long and sustained period. He probably 
thought about it every minute of his life. 

“When I go back there in the summer 
I’m still amazed at the enthusiasm, the 
crowds at Monmouth, great cards he’s still 
able to put together and what a first-grade 
facility it is. That’s because of Bobby.” W

Holden makes it work at Country Life

T he first assignment Christy Holden was given when she showed 
up to work at Country Life Farm as a 15-year-old may have sealed 
her future. 

“Josh Pons handed me a piece of paper, a pen and a thermometer and 
told me to go out in the field and take the temperatures of the foals/ 5 
Holden, now 48 and general manager of Country Life and Merryland 
farms in Maryland, remembers on a cold, snowy morning early in 2018. 


“As I look back on it, I think he prob¬ 
ably thought I’d just go look at them and 
give him a general report. But I went out 
and played with them and talked to them 
until I could get hold of their heads and 
attach a shank that was long enough for me 
to reach their butts at the same time. 

“I came back a couple hours later and 
had all the details.” 

At that point, the Pons brothers, Josh 
and Mike, who co-own the two farms, no 
doubt thought she was a keeper. 

But they only kept her until high school 
graduation, when she left to pursue her 
business degree at nearby Villa Julie College 
(now Stevenson University). From there, 
she got a job in the insurance industry and 
then accepted an invitation from her par¬ 
ents to run the family business, selling fire 
engines and firefighting equipment, with 
her brother. She also met her husband, 
Brian, a Baltimore City fire lieutenant, and 
had two sons. 

Fifteen years after her first job at 
Country Life, Holden and her husband 
decided it would be fun to become horse 
owners in one of the farm’s racing partner¬ 
ships they saw advertised. When they came 
to discuss the paperwork, she jokingly said 
to her former employers: “Maybe I should 
come back to work here to pay for our 
ownership fees.” 

Josh and Mike surprised her and said 
yes. 


“We are so lucky to have her,” says Mike 
Pons. “She has the intuition for the job. 
She thinks like the horses. She worked with 
ponies early on and they always try to kill 
themselves. She had to be thinking a step 
ahead of them all the time. 

“Then she got married, had two sons, 
and developed that nurturing instinct. It’s 
hard to find all those skills in one person.” 

Holden had one more ace up her sleeve. 
She also was the daughter of Bel Air’s 
longtime fire chief. 

“You can call some people and say, 
You’ve got to be here,’ and maybe they’ll 
come eventually,” Pons says. “But if you’re 
the fire chief and someone calls, you 
respond immediately. She had that training. 
When you call Christy in the middle of the 
night and say We need you now/ you know 
she is coming right now. It’s not an easy 
task, to be here all day, go home and then 
have to come back in the middle of the 
night. But that’s what she does. 

“We are a breeding farm and a training 
center,” he continues. “She manages both 
farms. It’s a Herculean task. It’s wonderful 
to hand the ball to her and get out of the 
way.” 

When she came back in 2004, she 
worked in the office, handling paperwork, 
partnership contracts and communica¬ 
tions. But then, the broodmare manager 
retired. The Maryland breeding industry 
was on a major decline. There were so few 


mares on the property—about 10 com¬ 
pared to the 150 at the two farms during 
the February to late June breeding season 
now—Country Life didn’t need to hire a 
new broodmare manager. Holden simply 
took over the job. 

That meant being in charge of the 
health and welfare of the mares and foals, 
making sure the vaccinations were up to 
date, feed and supplies ordered. She man¬ 
aged the mares’ reproductive schedules 
and worked with veterinarians daily. She 
traveled back and forth from Country Life 
to Merryland several times a day. She made 
sure mares were ovulating and determined 
when they were pregnant. 

And she also delivered all the babies. 

In 2015, she was officially promoted to 
general manager. Cheyenne Piccolo and 
Kim Crowell came on shortly thereafter as 
broodmare managers at Country Life and 
Merryland, respectively. 

But Holden is still hands-on. She books 
every stallion’s mating and she still collects 
their dismount samples after they do their 
manly deeds. She views the samples under 
the microscope, looking for sperm to make 
sure the mares have had a good cover. 

And she still delivers every foal. 

“It’s my favorite part of the job,” she 
says. “Though I have a night-watch crew, 
I can’t give it up. There is nothing like the 
birth of a baby. It is so exciting. Because 
you don’t know where the next champion 
is coming from, I have to be here for every 
one. 

“Cigar was born here,” she says of the 
Hall of Famer, who in 1995-1996 won 16 
consecutive races. “I wasn’t here then, but 
Cigar is my inspiration.” 

Perhaps it is fitting then, that her desk, 
tucked into an alcove in the main office, 
has two windows that give her a view of 
the stables where Cigar and hundreds of 
others have been born at Country Life. 
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Ask her what her best day has been, and 
she is unequivocal. 

“Every day a healthy baby is born, it’s 
my best day ever,” she says. 

And you can guess her worst. 

“When you lose a foal or a mare,” she 
says. “That’s the very worst.” 

In 2016, there were nothing but the 
best of days, when all 64 foals were born 
healthy. But this past year, Country Life 
lost five of 83 born. 

“When you look at the numbers, the 
percentage, it doesn’t seem that bad, but 
five foals,” she says, sadness in her voice. “I 
know it was an anomaly, but still. . . When 
you lose a foal or a mare, that’s the very 
worst. People have been waiting a year for 
their new foal. It’s heartbreaking.” 

As breeding season approaches, there 
are six pregnant mares in a field up the 
lane. While excited about all of them, 
Holden knows the most interest will be 
generated by Our Fantene, in foal to 
California Chrome, the 2014 and 2016 
Horse of the Year. 

The foal is due Jan. 18 and when it 
comes, it could be the first foal for the 2014 


Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness-Gl 
winner, who also won the 2016 Dubai 
World Cup-Gl. 

“If this is Chrome’s first foal, it would 
be a big deal,” Holden says. “And it’s 
[already] one of my highlights for this 
year.” 

She works for the oldest active horse 
farm in Maryland. Country Life was estab¬ 
lished in 1933; its sister, Merryland, in 1939. 
They’ve been doing business for more than 
80 years. Holden admires and respects that. 
She has not wanted to change tradition. 

“Really, they’ve had a system in place 
since 1933,” she says. “My goal is to not 
mess it up.” 

But she has updated a few things. She 
brought tablet computers to each farm so 
the billing process can be streamlined. And 
she has created “foal cam.” 

“It’s probably the biggest thing I’ve 
done,” Holden says. “I’ve placed cameras 
in all of our foaling stalls. When mares are 
close to foaling, we move them into those 
stalls and turn on the cameras.” 

She originally came up with the idea, 
hosted on Ustream.tv and linked to the 


Country Life website, so that when she 
ends her nearly 12-hour day at the farm she 
can continue to monitor the mares. 

A more attentive mother, you may not 
find. When mares are within a month 
of their due dates, she moves those at 
Merryland to the foaling barns at Country 
Life, where they are closer for monitoring. 
Then every evening she personally checks 
each mare. When they are within less than 
two weeks of being due, she tests their 
milk daily, searching for a marker-a spike 
in their calcium level that helps establish a 
birth to within 24 to 48 hours. 

Through it all, she monitors the online 
video. The surprise has been that others 
have been monitoring it, too. 

“I didn’t expect that, but some people 
found it, started chatting about it and now 
people are watching all around the world, 
from Australia to England,” Holden says. 
“When the birthing season starts, on any 
given night, you can see from 100 to 150 
people are watching.” 

Mike Pons says the acceptance of foal 
cam has been amazing. 
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"There is nothing like the birth of a baby. It is 
so exciting. Because you don’t know where 
the next champion is coming from, I have to 
be here for every one.”

“We have owners in California and 
Arizona watching/’ he says. “People set 
timers and record the videos overnight and 
then look to see if they had a foal born.” 

All of it makes Holden happy. As she 
shows off the video control room just off 
Cigar’s old stall and demonstrates how this 
season she will be able to have 12 screens 
seen at once, she can’t hide the joy she 
finds in her job. 

“I love what I do and I love it here,” 
says the Bel Air native. “But my husband 
wants to retire and move to Myrde Beach. 
My plan is to enjoy what I do for as long as 
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Around the Ovals Laurel Park 


Frigid Finale 

Reid’s Diamond King shines in Heft 
as final card of 2017 gets cut short

T he bitter cold temperatures that envel¬ 
oped much of the region around the 
Christmas and New Year’s Day holi¬ 
day weekends froze out Laurel Park’s final 
program of 2017 and portions of its last 
stakes-filled card of the season. 

Four of the six stakes slated for the 
Dec. 30 Christmastide Stakes Day were 
run before track management called off 
the final three races, including the $100,000 
Thirty Eight Go Go Stakes and $100,000 
Dave’s Friend Stakes. 

The $100,000 Heft Stakes for 2-year- 
olds made it to the post and Diamond 
King bounced back from a disastrous 
race in Kentucky with a performance that 
planted the seed to his connections about 


a possible return to the Bluegrass State in 
2018. 

Diamond King, a son of Quality Road 
who races for the partnership of Cash 
is King and LC Racing, won the 7-fur¬ 
long Heft by 114 lengths under Frankie 
Pennington for trainer Butch Reid. The 
winner ran his record to 3-for-4, the lone 
blemish coming when he clipped heels 
and lost Pennington around the first turn 
of the F/ 16 -mile Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes-G2 Nov. 25 at Churchill Downs. 

Diamond King encountered no trouble 
in the Heft as he saved ground up on the 
pace with A Different Style before taking 
the lead late to defeat Devine Entry in 
1:24.45. 


“I knew it was going to be tough espe¬ 
cially because you don’t know what to 
make of that last race,” Reid said. “Did he 
get anything out of that? Psychologically 
you don’t know where they’re at after they 
get dropped like that. He’s obviously a very 
smart horse and he just put that behind 
him and stepped right up to the plate.” 

Out of the Malibu Moon mare Akron 
Moon, Diamond King sold to Cash is 
King’s Chuck Zacney for $235,000 at the 
2017 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale. He 
won his first two starts at Parx Racing, the 
first going 514 furlongs in late September 
and then a 614-furlong allowance in late 
October to earn the trip to Churchill. 

Reid said he’d look at another attempt 
around two turns for Diamond King in his 
next start. The Triple Crown trail is even a 
possibility, the trainer said. 

“We’re aiming that way,” he said. “We’re 
taking that progression and if we stumble 
along the way, so be it. For right now he’s 
done everything we’ve asked and I don’t 
think distance will be a problem. We’ve 
liked him since the sale and we were for¬ 
tunate that [the owners] went after him 
and we got him. We’ve had longer distance 
races in mind the whole way.” 

A JENNINGS REPEAT 

John Jones ended 2016 with a victory 
in the Jennings Stakes, completing a 6-for- 
13 season that also included a win over 
the legend Ben’s Cat in the Mister Diz 
Stakes and a solid third in the Claiming 
Crown Jewel Stakes at Gulfstream Park. 
The Maryland-bred son of Smarty Jones 
saw his 2017 season delayed by an ankle 
injury and he didn’t make his 5-year-old 
debut until an allowance event in early 
October at Belmont Park 

John Jones finished fourth that day and 
two more losses followed-a seventh as the 
favorite in the Maryland Million Classic 
and a fifth in the Swatara Stakes at Penn 
National Race Course. Owner Matt Schera 
and trainer Lacey Gaudet didn’t lose confi¬ 
dence despite the defeats and brought John 
Jones back for a defense of the Jennings. 

Sent off as the 9-5 favorite in the field 
of 11, John Jones won by 214 lengths under 
Edgar Prado while being fanned wide into 
the stretch of the 1-mile stakes. 

“Really since the layoff he’s been train¬ 
ing great. I think today just absolutely set 
up for him,” Gaudet said. “He didn’t have 
to ship, this is his home track, he loves it 
here, and he really loves the one-turn mile.”

$384,666. 

FILLIES AND MARES TAKE STAGE 

Limited View saw her three-race win 
streak—two against Maryland-breds — end 
as New York shipper Strategic Dreams 
won the $100,000 Gin Talking Stakes one 
race after the Jennings. Fifth in the Frizette 
Stakes-Gl at Belmont after breaking her 
maiden in late August at Saratoga, and 
coming in off a win in allowance company 
at Aqueduct, Strategic Dreams won the 
juvenile filly stakes by 1 3 A lengths over 
Enrage, as Limited View finished ninth of 
10 as the 8-5 favorite. 

Strategic Dreams broke from the 
extreme outside post in the 7-furlong Gin 
Talking to improve to 3-for-4 for train¬ 
er Rudy Rodriguez and owners Pick Six 
Racing, Ian Behar and Theresa Cotrone. 
Feargal Lynch rode the Florida-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Archarcharch who was a $25,000 
purchase out of the 2017 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May sale. She won $142,200 by 
the end of the year. 

“There was a lot of speed in the race 
and we were drawn very wide. Rudy told 
me to just use your head and use your 
judgment,” Lynch said. “We just let the 
speed develop and once we got into the 
straight she just picked them up. She’s a 
very nice filly. I like it whenever the horse 
gets confident, gets to the outside and lets 
herself run.” 

Euro Stable’s My Magician won the 
day’s other stakes, overcoming a bump at 
the start and a wide trip to get up in time 
to defeat Renaissance Rosie by a neck in 
the $75,000 Politely Stakes for Maryland- 
bred or sired fillies and mares. Ridden by 
Jomar Torres for trainer Claudio Gonzalez, 
the now 6-year-old daughter of Street 
Magician improved on her fourth in the 
2016 Politely and ran her record to 7-for- 
29 with earnings of $389,442. 

DUAL TITLES 

The Politely was one of 33 wins for 
Gonzalez during the fall meet, good for 
first in the trainer standings and helped him 
win a third title in Maryland in 2017 fol¬ 
lowing the Laurel summer and Timonium 
crowns. Gonzalez also ended 2017 as the 
state’s leading trainer with 84 victories 
to upend three-time defending champion 
Kieron Magee. 

“I’m very happy because it’s not easy 
here,” said Gonzalez, 40. “There’s a lot of 
good trainers with a lot of experience. My 
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John Jones powers away with his second consecutive Jennings Stakes win.

Jevian Toledo also topped the fall 
meet and year-end jockey standings. The 
23-year-old won 61 races for his fourth fall 
meet title and his 144 victories were the 
most for any jockey in Maryland in 2017. 

“There’s a lot of really, really good rid¬ 
ers here and it’s not easy,” said Toledo, who 
is represented by agent Marty Leonard. 
“All the riders give 100 percent and it’s not 
easy to be in this position because you have 
to compete with all those riders and ones 
that come from other places, too.” 

EARLY DECEMBER STAKES 

One of Toledo’s victories came aboard 
Marathon Farms’ homebred Whirlin 
Curlin in the $100,000 Maryland Juvenile 
Futurity, one of four stakes on the Dec. 
9 card. Sent off at nearly 22-1 in the field 
of six Maryland-bred or sired 2-year-olds, 
Whirlin Curlin won by a neck from Still 
Having Fun, with odds-on favorite Clever 
Mind a non-threatening third. The geld¬ 
ing by Curlin out of the Storm Cat mare 
Lexington Girl won the 7-furlong Futurity 
in 1:23.96 for trainer Gary Capuano. 

Additional stakes winners on Dec. 9 
were John Salzman Jr., Fred Wasserloos 
and George Greenwalt’s Limited View 
in the $100,000 Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship, Jim Reichenberg and Cash 
is King’s Ms Locust Point in the $100,000 
Willa On the Move, and Mark Sitlinger’s 
Struth in the $75,000 Howard M. Bender 
Memorial Stakes. ^

Comparatively Speaking 

Charles Town’s handle gains stack up 
well against other tracks across nation

O ver the past five years, Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races has 
experienced substantive growth in 
pari-mutuel handle at a time when total 
wagering on Thoroughbred races in the 
United States has been flat. 

Tracks such as Laurel Park in Maryland 
and Gulfstream Park in Florida have put 
up strong numbers as well during the peri¬ 
od; the Maryland Jockey Club, for instance, 
has reported wagering on the Laurel signal 
has jumped roughly $175 million from 
2014 to 2017. Growth at Charles Town has 
been modest in comparison but far greater 
than the majority of U.S. racetracks. 

According to statistics released by 
Charles Town after its 2017 meet ended 
Dec. 23, the track’s 1,369 races produced 
total handle of $190.04 million, up about 
19 percent from $159.77 million for 1,375 
races in 2016. Handle per race, an impor¬ 
tant economic indicator, was $138,821 last 
year, up 19.4 percent from 2016 and 60.5 
percent more than it was in 2009. 

The upward trend is in contrast to total 
purses paid by year since 2009. That year, 
Charles Town paid $42.5 million in purses 
over 2,114 races for an average of $21,500 
per race. In 2017 total purses paid came in 
at $24.2 million for 1,369 races for an aver¬ 
age of $17,677 per race. 

So total purses dropped 42.9 percent 
since 2009, and number of races was down 
34.2 percent. Total handle, meanwhile, was 
about $190 milhon in 2009 for 745 more 
races. The fact that betting has rebounded 
with far fewer races is a positive develop¬ 
ment. 


Charles Town, Mountaineer Racetrack 
and two dog tracks have been impacted by 
legislative decisions to reallocate video lot¬ 
tery terminal revenue that had gone to 
purses and breed development programs. 
A recent published report indicates that 
$122 million in revenue that would have 
gone to purses since 2006 has been used to 
restore a state workers’ compensation 
fund; the report noted the fund is almost 
whole, but whether the purse deduction 
ends remains to be seen. 

The last two years brought some stabil¬ 
ity, in that total purses only dropped 
$262,000 from 2016 to 2017. 

“We estimate that since 2009, through 
pari-mutuel performance alone, we’ve gen¬ 
erated about $6 million in incremental 
purse money,” said Erich Zimny, Charles 
Town’s vice president of racing. “We arrive 
at that by just comparing our performance 
above the national trend in that time 
span. The point is, with the legislature’s 
'haircut bill’ and competition in neighbor¬ 
ing states that has impacted gaming money 
going into the purse fund, we’ve been able 
to mitigate it a little bit by making gains the 
old fashioned way.” 

Zimny points to another metric—han¬ 
dle per $1 in purses paid—to gauge overall 
health of the racing product. 

Wagering for each dollar paid in purse 
money was a record $7.83 last year versus 
$6.51 in 2016. The metric is up 33.9 per¬ 
cent since 2015 and a whopping 86.4 per¬ 
cent since 2009, according to Charles Town 
statistics. 

“You’d never use the metric to compare 
individual races or even a week at a time,” 


Zimny said. “Tracks don’t operate in a 
race-by-race vacuum. But over the course 
of a meet or year, it can give you a good 
idea of where you’re at and what the purse 
spend is accomplishing in terms of gener¬ 
ating interest and wagering.” 

Zimny used the New York Racing 
Association as an example in that one of 
its marquee races generates more than four 
times the handle of a New York-bred 
maiden-claiming race, but the handle per 
$1 in purses paid is roughly seven times 
higher for the maiden race. He suggests the 
reason the maiden event is so well-bet is 
because of the major races that shape and 
elevate the value of the NYRA brand 
throughout the year. 

Zimny said the $1.25 million Charles 
Town Classic Stakes-G2 serves a similar 
purpose for the West Virginia track. The 
launch of the race in 2009 coincides with 
steady increases in handle per $1 of purses 
paid. 

“It’s probably the single biggest market¬ 
ing tool we have as a facility,” Zimny said 
of the Classic, run each April. “It has 
allowed us integration into the national rac¬ 
ing scene. It has certainly helped do that. 
It’s not an inefficient use of money—our 
handle per dollar of purses paid has dou¬ 
bled.” 

As of early January, Charles Town man¬ 
agement was awaiting a decision by the 
West Virginia Racing Commission on 
approval of the track’s 2018 stakes sched¬ 
ule. Commissioner Ken Lowe had raised 
questions in December about the purse for 
the Charles Town Classic and recommend¬ 
ed it be greatly reduced. In addition, the 
complete 2018 racing calendar still needs 
final approval from the commission. 

The Charles Town Classic program has 
produced the nine highest single-card han¬ 
dles in track history and contributed to 
record monthly per-race handle of 
$162,021 for April 2017. 

“We’ve identified operational things we 
can do to continue moving forward in 
2018,” Zimny said. “I’m not at liberty to 
discuss them now, but there are some new 
agreements that should help us out. Will 
Charles Town handle $5 million a night? 
Probably not, but there are things we can 
do to produce incremental growth.” 

NOTES: Taylor Mountain Farm finished 
as Charles Town’s leading owner in 2017 
with 45 victories. Jeff Runco, who won his 
4,000th race Dec. 9, was the leading trainer 
with 152 wins, and Christian Hiraldo led all 
jockeys with 143 victories. ^

Career Year 

Crabcakes, Penn National success 
fuel strong 2017 for Houghton barn

B ernie Houghton enjoyed his most 
productive season as a trainer in 
2017, winning 78 races and surpass¬ 
ing the $2 million mark in stable earnings. 
The statistics put the Penn National-based 
horseman among the top 90 trainers in the 
country-ahead of Hall of Famer D. 
Wayne Lukas among others. 

Among the top horses he trained dur¬ 
ing the year was the popular Crabcakes, 


who won Laurel Park’s Maryland Million 
Distaff Handicap and Miss Disco Stakes. 
Other stakes winners were Imply, winner 
of the Northern Fling at Presque Isle 
Downs, Imply’s half-sister Advert, winner of 
the Malvern Rose at Presque Isle, and 
stakes-placed Trace of Grace and Indian 
Beauty. 

Houghton, who began training in 1988, 
had been knocking on the door of the $2 


million threshold, having collected better 
than $1.8 milli on from 2014-16, while win¬ 
ning 60-plus races each of those seasons. 

Based at his family’s Sylmar Farm in 
Christiana, Pa., as well as at Penn National, 
the former steeplechase rider was third in 
the trainer standings there, finishing with a 
22 percent winning rate and a 55 percent 
in-the-money rate. 

“This year’s success had a lot to do with 
owners like Barlar LLC [Larry Karp],” said 
Houghton, who began training for Karp 
about four years ago. “He’s a good guy to 
work with, and we put our heads together 
and pick out spots for his horses. And I do 
enjoy training the stakes horses, because 
they really make the long drive to Penn 
National and Presque Isle Downs worth 
it.” 

Karp, 74, is the owner and breeder of 
both Imply, a daughter of his former stal¬ 
lion E Dubai, and Advert, a daughter of 
Lonhro (Aus). Since he entered the busi¬ 
ness, his top homebred has been Bound, 
by Jump Start (whom Karp owns shares 
in), a multiple stakes winner of $419,174. 
She was sold as a broodmare prospect at 
the 2016 Keeneland November breeding 
stock sale to Malibu Farm for $170,000. 

Houghton has skillfully managed the 
career of Crabcakes, a Maryland-bred 
daughter of Great Notion out of the 
Charismatic mare Aunt Elaine bred by his 
aunt, Elizabeth “Binnie” Houghton, under 
her Buckingham Farm banner, and raced 
by her until her death this past August. 

Crabcakes won both of her starts at 2, 
breaking her maiden at Penn National and 
then returning a week later to win the 
Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship at 
Laurel Park. As a 3-year-old in 2017, 
Crabcakes won two stakes and placed in 
four others to run her record to 6-3-1 in 11 
starts for earnings of $293,542. After 
Binnie Houghton’s death, the filly’s owner¬ 
ship was transferred to Morgan’s Ford 
Farm, who also handled the dispersal of 
some of Buckingham Farm’s stock at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December mixed 
sale at Timonium. 

“My aunt loved her horses,” said 
Houghton. “And I knew right away when I 
breezed Crabcakes for the first time that 
she could really run.” 

Houghton has something of a knack 
for developing young horses, and among 
those who won in December was Ronald 
Dewolf’s homebred Bolt Brotherhood. 
The gelding became the 10th winner for 
his freshman sire, El Padrino, with his 
maiden special weight score.

As 2017 came to a close, each winner by 
El Padrino became that much more bitter¬ 
sweet, as the 8-year-old stallion died in 
November following colic surgery He had 
entered stud at Northview PA in 2014 with 
high hopes of all his shareholders, who 
supported him with robust books of mares 
for four seasons. 

Dewolf patronized El Padrino in his 
first year at stud, sending his Tactical Cat 
mare Tactical Warning to his court, which 
resulted in a chestnut colt. Christened Bolt 
Brotherhood and later gelded, he showed 
promise when finishing second going 5 
furlongs in his first start Nov. 10 at Penn 
National. 

An extra furlong Dec. 2 was just what 
Bolt Brotherhood needed, as he overcame 
trouble at the break to rush up and duel for 
the lead while on the rail with Pancake 
Party. He never relinquished the lead and 
won by 2Vz lengths over favored Pal Cal. 

“I always liked this horse from the 
beginning,” said Houghton. “He had a late 
start because of sore shins, but he’s really 
come along well.” 


Dewolf also raced Tactical Warning, 
who finished her career with seven wins 
and $127,218 in earnings. Bred to Jump 
Start, Tactical Warning produced the mul¬ 
tiple winners Tactical Maneuver and 
Special Request. Bolt Brotherhood is her 
third winner from four foals. She foaled a 
filly by El Padrino in February 2017 and 
was bred back to the young sire. 

■ Owner/trainer Janet Polachek, whose 
training career began in 1976 on the New 
Jersey-Pennsylvania circuit, enjoyed a fruit¬ 
ful 2017 season with Ginner, a now 5-year- 
old son of retired Pennsylvania stallion 
Albert the Great. 

Ginner won five times from 17 starts, 
earning $76,365. The dark bay gelding suc¬ 
cessfully stepped up to Pennsylvania-bred 
allowance company Dec. 1 when he sprang 
a huge upset, lighting up the toteboard 
with a $95.40 payoff. 

Ginner made his first start in New York 
in October 2015 for trainer Barclay Tagg, 
who purchased him at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale for $8,500 from 
Gettysburg breeder Xanthus Farms. 


After two unplaced efforts, Tagg sent 
Ginner to Parx Racing in June 2016, where 
he was eventually claimed twice. He broke 
his maiden in his 12th try with trainer Scott 
Lake last January. Ginner was haltered by 
Polachek in February, and since that time 
posted two wins at Delaware Park prior to 
his December allowance victory. 

■ Tim Kreiser won the trainer champion¬ 
ship in a romp, piling up 128 wins to Kim 
Graci’s 72 and Houghton’s 65. It was the 
fifth consecutive training crown for Kreiser, 
whose horses made 490 starts and earned 
more than $2.4 million. While the vast 
majority of his victories came in claiming 
races, he did have stakes success with James 
M. Courtney’s homebred mare Power of 
Snunner, who won the Plum Pretty Stakes 
at Parx Racing and Obeah Stakes at 
Delaware Park, and placed in two graded 
events, earning $235,250 for the year. 

Jockey Angel Rodriguez captured his 
third consecutive riding crown with 164 
wins. The owners’ race went down to the 
wire as Rock Bottom Ranch won 31 races, 
two more than Robert Derr.

Productive Year 

Homebred Prince Lucky caps big 2017 
for McConnell with PA Nursery score

T he past year was one to savor and 
remember for Daniel McConnell Sr., 
who had several homebreds taste suc¬ 
cess at Pennsylvania racetracks. 

Topping McConnell’s menu was Prince 
Lucky, who roared from off the pace to 
capture the $120,750 Pennsylvania Nursery 
Dec. 2 at Parx Racing over seven rivals. 
Sent off as the heavy favorite, Prince 
Lucky dropped back as Viking Raider and 
Jw’strickymischief dueled through the first 
half-mile of the 7-furlong test. The pace 
battle set it up for Prince Lucky, who had 
moved into striking position around the far 
turn. 

Ricardo Santana Jr., not carrying a whip 
and in from Fair Grounds for the mount, 


kept Prince Lucky outside to avoid traffic 
trouble, urged him toward the front to 
confront new leader Tudox Expectations 
as Viking Raider and Jw’strickymischief 
tired. The winner took command in deep 
stretch and drew away to a 2%-length win 
over Tudox Expectations, with Jw’stricky¬ 
mischief lasting for third. 

“Santana just sat on him,” said McCon¬ 
nell, who lives in Delaware with his wife, 
Joanna. “He was a monster in the paddock. 
It took two people to put the saddle on 
him. He was really ready to run.” 

Prince Lucky was sired by Corinthian, 
who stood in Pennsylvania before being 
exported to Turkey, and is out of 
McConnell’s Great Notion mare Lucky 


Notion. The $75,000 earned boosted his 
bankroll to $132,690. McConnell co¬ 
owned Lucky Notion during her career, in 
which she won five times and earned 
$117,464. 

The McConnells also campaign Prince 
Lucky’s year-older half-sister, the Redeemed 
filly Saint Main Event, a multiple allowance 
winner of $154,579. She’s 3-4-4 in 15 starts 
and earned $120,729 in 2017. 

Like Saint Main Event, Prince Lucky 
was foaled at Northview Stallion Station’s 
Pennsylvania division in Peach Bottom and 
got his early training at Karen Godsey and 
Donna Dennehy’s Eagle Point Farm in 
Ashland, Va. He got off to an auspicious 
beginning once he joined Larry Jones’ sta¬ 
ble. 

“Larry really had his work cut out for 
him with Prince Lucky,” said McConnell. 
“The first time Larry put him in the start¬ 
ing gate, the doors opened and he just 
stood there. But before his first start [Aug. 
28 at Delaware Park] he was working well, 
and Larry told us, ‘Your colt just out¬ 
worked my $900,000 Tapit colt.’ That’s 
when we started to get excited about him.” 

Prince Lucky soon proved he was no 
morning glory, winning his debut going 5Vz 
furlongs by 5% lengths. Jones entered him 
back in the $75,000 First State Dash Stakes 
at Delaware, but unlike his debut he was 
unable to pass the leaders in the stretch and 
settled for third at 3-10. 

“We found out that he hated the whip,” 
said McConnell. “He started to back off as 
soon as Alex [Cintron] began to use it. So 
from that point on, he’s been racing with¬ 
out his rider carrying one.” 

Cintron did not have a whip for Prince 
Lucky’s third start, a 6-furlong allowance at 
Laurel Park, in which the colt nearly 
replayed his maiden victory, exploding to 
win by 3/4 lengths. 

A mid-November spill at Laurel sent 
Cintron to the sidelines and he was unable 
to partner with Prince Lucky in the 
Pennsylvania Nursery. With Santana sub¬ 
bing and carrying no whip, the result was 
the colt’s first stakes score. 

McConnell and Lee Vosters cam¬ 
paigned the consistent Flashy Kyem in 
2017, winner of two races, and counted 
among six placings a third in the $200,000 
Fabulous Strike Stakes at Penn National 
Nov. 22. Bred by McConnell, Vosters and 
Morris Gelman, Flashy Kyem, a son of 
Northview PA stallion Medallist, earned 
$157,880 last year at 4. 

Another horse co-owned by McConnell, 
in partnership with Michael Salvaggio Jr., is

the durable Pennsylvania-bred mare 
Lenape Rim, a five-time stakes winner with 
13 wins and earnings of $617,366. Lenape 
Rim was bred by longtime Pennsylvania 
owner/breeder Margaret Hoover Brigham, 
the granddaughter of former President 
Herbert Hoover, who died in 2011. 

As for Lucky Notion, she foaled a filly 
by El Padrino in February 2017 now named 
Lucky Olivia Rose, and was one of the first 
mares bred to Northview PA’s new stallion, 
Uncle Lino, a son of top sire Uncle Mo in 
whom the McConnells own a share. 

“Lucky Notion was very sound and is a 
beautiful mare,” said McConnell, “and all 
of her offspring are like her. We don’t have 
the largest stable or breeding operation, 
but we do the best with what we have. And 
we love working with Northview—it is a 
first-class operation.” 


■ Trainer Butch Reid scored a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred training double Dec. 12 when 
Cash is King and LC Racing’s Patty Mac’s 
Girl broke her maiden and LC Racing and 
NYKY Thoroughbreds’ Scherzo won an 
allowance race. 

Reid struck early with Patty Mac’s Girl, 
a daughter of Weigelia bred by St. Omer’s 
Farm and WynOaks Farm out of the 
Caveat mare Legal Kat who rebounded off 
a sixth in early September to post a 2-length 


win over nine 2-year-old rivals with her 
maiden special weight score at 7 furlongs. 

Scherzo, a son of Hat Trick (Jpn) bred 
by NYKY Thoroughbreds, hadn’t won 
since breaking his maiden as a 2-year-old 
on Dec. 31, 2016, but had been knocking 
on the door while racing all of 2017 at 
Parx.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



C ara Neary was one of three partici¬ 
pants out of about 120 to share in the 
$30,000 first prize in the Maryland’s 
Fantasy Ownership Challenge last year, 
but she is far more excited about her 
experiences as a first-time Thoroughbred 
racehorse owner. 

Neary, as part of Fantasy Owners Day 
at Laurel Park last March, attended an 
ownership seminar and then spoke with 
the principals in Taste of Victory Stables, 
which offers racing partnerships. She 
jumped in, found a trainer, and ended up 
with shares in a pair of 2-year-olds pur¬ 
chased at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale 
in May. 

The initial results, as of early January, 
are promising based upon the progress 
of the two fillies purchased by trainer Phil 
Schoenthal, whose Kingdom Bloodstock 
is co-owner with Taste of Victory Stables 
on both. 

Kentucky-bred Hercatwillfoolu, a Dis¬ 
creet Cat filly purchased for $24,000, made 
three starts last year. She finished sec¬ 
ond in a waiver maiden-claiming event at 
Laurel, won a maiden special weight at 
the Maryland State Fair at Timonium, and 
then finished second in an optional claimer 
(in for $40,000) at Laurel, finishing less 
than two lengths behind eventual two-time 
stakes winner Limited View. 

Maryland-bred Cherryandthehawk, a 
$10,000 buy, raced twice in December 
in waiver maiden-claiming company and 
came away with a fifth-place finish, fol¬ 
lowed by a second, beaten a half length, 
after a troubled start. The El Padrino filly 
showed improvement wearing blinkers for 
the first time. 

“We’re really excited about them,” 
Neary said of the two fillies. “They have 
different strengths. Hercatwillfoolu has

done really well, and Cherryandthehawk 
is pretty exciting to watch, too. She’s so 
energetic.” 

Schoenthal, who has high hopes for 
both fillies, said Neary and her fiance, 
Jarrod Policelli, have been very active as 
owners and frequently visit the barn. He 
said they came to speak to him personally 
while they were interviewing trainers and 
indicated a desire to buy into horses pur¬ 
chased at the Maryland auction. 

“From that perspective, Fantasy Owners 
Day did exactly what it was intended to 
do,” Schoenthal said. “And we were watch¬ 
ing the standings in the Fantasy Ownership 
Challenge.” 

Neary, of Alexandria, Va., Cody Favata 
of Chesapeake Beach, Md., and Kate 
Gehret of Lewes, Del., randomly drew the 
name of Indian Paint after the March 18 
ownership seminar and followed her for 
the rest of the year. Based upon official 
Equibase earnings from Fantasy Owners 
Day through Dec. 31, Indian Paint eas¬ 
ily won the Challenge with a bankroll of 
$111,745 and, under the rules of the con¬ 
test, the three “owners” equally share in 
the first prize. 

Indian Paint, a now 5-year-old mare by 
Uncle Mo, is owned by Gunpowder Farms 
and trained by Kelly Rubley. She is stabled 
at the Fair Hill Training Center. 

Tom Pendergast of Palmyra, Pa., is one 
of three people who drew Yes Mz Adah, 
who finished third in the standings. He 
said he’s working toward investing in a 
racehorse purchased at auction. 

“The fantasy ownership program was 
excellent and all the sponsors should be 
commended,” Pendergast said. “Following 
my fantasy horse’s workouts and races 
throughout the year provided a better 
appreciation for what an owner experi¬ 


ences. I was fortunate my fantasy horse 
raced often throughout the year—every¬ 
where from Laurel to Suffolk.” 

“This was such a great event for me,” 
said Denise Heim, an Ellicott City, Md., 
resident who also drew Yes Mz Adah. “It 
allowed me to not only cheer on my horse, 
but it allowed me to learn more about the 
business of being an owner.” 

Other seminar attendees have invested 
or indicated a desire to invest in a Thor¬ 
oughbred for racing or a breeding partner¬ 
ship. 

Fantasy Owners Day and the Fantasy 
Ownership Challenge were sponsored by 
the Maryland Jockey Club, Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association and 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
The MJC has scheduled March 17, when 
five stakes will be run at Laurel, for this 
year’s Fantasy Owners Day. 

Neary said she plans to attend and 
hopes to talk about her experience as a 
racehorse owner. 

“My fiance and I were trying to figure 
out how to get involved in horsemanship,” 
Neary said. “Fantasy Owners Day was a 
great opportunity to meet people and have 
the options explained to us. We’re everyday 
people who are fairly new to [racing], and 
we didn’t know where to start. It has been 
a phenomenal experience. 

“We’ve had the opportunity to experi¬ 
ence things we might not have experi¬ 
enced. We see our horses in their stalls and 
watch them work out, and another great 
thing is having the connections and intro¬ 
ductions. People don’t understand they can 
have all this for a small investment,” Neary 
continued. 

“We’ve tried to take advantage of every¬ 
thing presented to us and want to invest 
more in Maryland racing.” ^ 
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Awards in Bronze

A special event is in need 
of a special trophy. When the 
2017 Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons and the state's top owner, 
trainer and jockey are an¬ 
nounced at the first Maryland 
Thoroughbred Industry Re¬ 
naissance Awards in February, 
the recipients will be handed a 
piece of art. 

Specially created by artist 
Peggy Kauffman, the Renais¬ 
sance Award is a striking 
bronze of an exquisite Thor¬ 
oughbred head. Kauffman 
noted it was her desire "to 
portray a beautiful Thorough¬ 


bred horse with a contempo¬ 
rary look to the composition 
of the sculpture." She made 
the piece "sculptural to view 
from all angles." 

In the fall of 2017, in a co¬ 
operative effort between the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 


sociation, Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Associ¬ 
ation, and the Maryland 
Jockey Club, details were com¬ 
ing together to create an annu¬ 
al event to celebrate the previ¬ 
ous year's industry leaders. 
The date and location of the

awards dinner was set for Feb. 
12 at Sagamore Pendry Balti¬ 
more along the waterfront in 
historic Fell's Point. 

Thoughts turned to the 
award to be presented. MHBA 
executive director Cricket 
Goodall had seen the work of 
New York artist Kauffman on 
display at last fall's "Art for 
Land's Sake" benefit for the 
Valleys Planning Council. 
Kauffman, an accomplished 
horsewoman, has been a por¬ 
trait artist of more than 30 
years who works in bronze 
sculpture and pastel painting. 

In addition to her portrai¬ 
ture, she has created trophies 
that are presented at Fair Hill 
Races, and for horse show 
events in New York. Goodall 
inquired about the possibility 
of having her produce a tro¬ 
phy that would be finished in 
time for the February dinner. 
In addition to creating a sculp¬ 
ture, the foundry process had 
to be factored in. 

"When Cricket called me to 
ask if there was a chance, I 
didn't have anything in my 
repertoire that could be cast as 
a trophy. So I knew I just had 
to build something, send pic¬ 
tures and see if they were in¬ 
terested," said Kauffman. 


"It was fun to construct 
since I had the freedom to go 
wherever the compositional 
aspects of it led me," she add¬ 
ed. "The curve of the neck, the 
eyes, the shape of the nose- 
there was no real detail I had 
to really tend to." There is a 
suggestion of tack-a partial 
bridle and racing saddle- 
without going into detail, 
which adds to the dynamic of 
the piece. 

"I love working like that- 
most of my work is a portrait. 
Being that I just did the head 
and the shoulders, it could be 
a little bit bigger than if I did a 
[complete] horse. So it's got a 
good size and depth to it," 
Kauffman added. 

The bronze is approximate¬ 
ly 11 inches long, 3 Vi" inches 
wide and 8 Vi inches high, al¬ 
though a two-inch base will 
add to its height. 

Kauffman has her bronzes 
cast at New Arts Foundry in 
Baltimore, which uses the lost 
wax casing process. It can take 
months from the time a piece 
of art in its clay form arrives at 
the foundry until the bronze is 
finished. Design and size are 
among the factors. 

Kauffman's fluid design 
made the casting a simpler 


process-but many weeks 
were still required to complete 
the steps, which include creat¬ 
ing a rubber mold of the clay 
model, pouring wax replicas 
using the mold and having 
Kauffman clean and touch up 
or "wax chase" the wax forms. 
A variety of "wax rods," 
which are integral in order to 
pour the molten bronze, are 
then attached before the next 
time-consuming step: creating 
a ceramic shell. 

The shell is created by dip¬ 
ping the wax form into slurry 
mixtures as many as seven 
times, and allowing it to dry in 
between coats, before the 
piece can then be fired (during 
which time the wax melts 
out). Liquefied bronze is 
poured into the resulting 
mold. 

Once the bronze has hard¬ 
ened, the ceramic shell (known 
as the waste mold) is broken 
off. The artwork then goes 
through a variety of steps for 
cleaning (known as metal 
chasing), and welding if need¬ 
ed, sand blasting and finally 
the patina. 

Kauffman, who makes the 
six-hour trip to Baltimore from 
her home in Millerton to over¬ 
see much of the process. 


launched her career as an art¬ 
ist by first going to art school 
in New York before taking 
courses at the Maryland Insti¬ 
tute College of Art, but noted 
her main education was 
"when I worked and rode for 
a [show] horse dealer in New 
York state for years," said the 
former rider who competed 
professionally with show and 
event horses. 

"I just knew horses," she 
said. "When I was there, it was 
mostly Thoroughbreds... they 
would get Thoroughbreds off 
some of the cheap western 
tracks and have them shipped 
east." 

While she no longer rides, 
Kauffman owns two retired 
off-track Thoroughbreds, one 
a son of Affirmed. 

"I've always been partial to 
them-that's what I grew up 
with and always had," she ex¬ 
plained. "When you work for 
a horse dealer for that length 
of time and see all the horses 
coming in, you know exactly 
how a horse is put together to 
make it most suitable for a cer¬ 
tain discipline-who would be 
a dressage horse, an event 
horse... that is the mainstay of 
my education." ** 







University of Maryland 
equine program experiences 
all that industry offers

Editor's Note: The University of Maryland operates a small Thoroughbred breeding program based at 
the College Park campus and a satellite farm as a way to help students learn about and gain experience 
in the industry. The program includes several broodmares , who are bred to Maryland stallions each year , 
and a sales division where weanlings/yearlings are offered at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic in Timonium. 
Associate professor of equine science Dr. Amy Burk provides a summary of the program's 2017. 


I've spent a lot of time try¬ 
ing to figure out how to best 
sum up the university's breed¬ 
ing program in 2017. I can't 
quite put my finger on it, ex¬ 
cept to say that our experience 
is just as real and normal as 
anyone else's. There were 
some very good times when 
things went right for the stu¬ 
dents and the horses, and 
there were also somber and 
frustrating moments where 
nothing seemed to go our way 

We started on solid footing 
when our one yearling colt. 
Fearless Terp (Nicanor out of 
Daylight Lassie) sold for a re¬ 
spectable $5,200 at the January 
mixed sale. We also reluctant¬ 
ly sold Runaway Pearl, a 
broodmare in foal to Bandbox, 
for $1,000 because you some¬ 
times have to cull the herd. 
Every year I'm impressed 
with how well our students 
handle the pressure of the 
winter sale. One of the high¬ 
lights was when horseman 
Rodney Jenkins told the stu¬ 
dents they should proud of 
themselves because they had 
one of the best turned out 
yearling colts at the sale. To 
hear that was truly an affirma¬ 
tion that their hard work was 
paying off. To date, our pro¬ 
gram has sold seven wean¬ 
lings/short yearlings for an 
average of $4,414. 

After the sale, we refocused 
on our three pregnant brood¬ 
mares and training a new 
batch of students about foal¬ 
ing. In early March, we set off

to Shamrock Farm for our an¬ 
nual newborn foal handling 
training. A few weeks later, 
after many restless nights of 
foal watch, our colt by Street 
Magician out of Daylight 
Lassie was born March 28. The 
foaling was every bit of nor¬ 
mal, but we soon realized the 
foal was not meeting the 
benchmarks the students had 
memorized from the text¬ 
books. He was unable to stand 
and nurse due to some flexur¬ 
al and angular limb issues. 
Under the advisement of our 
veterinarian and supervision 
of equine faculty, students 
provided him with around the 
clock care including bottle 
feeding, assisted nursings, leg 
wrapping and medication. By 
the fifth day, things looked to 
be shaping up with much of 
his leg issues corrected and he 
was standing and nursing on 
his own. Unfortunately, he 
started to become lethargic 
and soon had a high fever. De¬ 
spite additional veterinary in¬ 
tervention and valiant care, he 
went septic and crashed too 
quickly to be saved. We said 
goodbye to Daylight Lassie's 
foal the following morning in 
what was a crushing experi¬ 
ence for us all. That was a 
tough lesson. 

A few days earlier, our first 
maiden of the season. Old 
Grey Square, had a gorgeous 
black filly by the Dutch Warm- 
blood stallion Vallado. The 
dam was the most amazing 
helicopter mother we've ever 
seen. She wouldn't eat or 
drink because she was too 
busy protecting and hovering 
over her foal. Despite offering 
buckets of water by hand and 
strategically placing alfalfa in 










hay nets all around the stall, 
she colicked. Luckily, some 
fluids and electrolytes sorted 
her out and she learned to take 
care of herself as well as her 
foal. The foal, on the other 
hand, started to have diarrhea 
and tests revealed the agent 
was Clostridium difficile. Al¬ 
though the students started to 
fear the worst, antibiotics did 
the trick and she was healthy 
in a few days. What a relief. 

Our last mare, also a maid¬ 
en, Liberty Bay, was due to 
foal April 6, but calcium and 
pH test strips both indicated 
that the foaling would not 
likely occur that night. The 
barn lights were turned off at 8 
p.m. and foal watch was 
scheduled to begin again at 9. 
At 8:50, a student who had 
checked the foaling camera a 
few minutes early called to 
say that Liberty had foaled. I 
quickly logged into the system 
to see it for myself. There she 
was, a big strong bay Buffum 
filly lying sternal behind her 
resting mother. The call went 
out for all of the students as¬ 
signed to the mare to quickly 
get to the barn so that they 
could execute their training. 
And just like that, our foaling 
season was over. 

With the support of several 
owners and the staff at North- 
view Stallion Station and 


Country Life Farm, our mares 
were re-bred to three top 
Mid-Atlantic stallions. Day¬ 
light Lassie was confirmed in 
foal to Jump Start. Liberty Bay 
was confirmed in foal to Gold¬ 
en Lad. And last but not least. 
Old Grey Square was con¬ 
firmed in foal to Mosler. If all 
goes well, our 2018 foal crop 
will be our strongest. We are 
truly indebted to the many 
stallion owners and farm 
managers who have always 
said yes when we've asked for 
donated stallion seasons. 

The summer and fall was a 
very busy time for students on 
our broodmare crew. One be¬ 
came the Maryland Million 
intern and assisted with the 
gala and races. A recent grad¬ 
uate participated in the Ken¬ 
tucky Equine Management 
Internship program. Three un¬ 
dergraduates participated in 
the new Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Career Program spon¬ 
sored by the Maryland Horse 
Industry Foundation. All in 
all, the students had an amaz¬ 
ing experience meeting top- 
notch professionals while 
learning about the careers in 
the breeding and racing in¬ 
dustry. 

During the fall of 2017, we 
took 19 students to Laurel 
Park to get a tour from horse¬ 
men's relations director Phoe¬ 


be Hayes and to meet with 
trainer Linda Gaudet, Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission vet¬ 
erinarian Dr. Libby Daniel and 
Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association coun¬ 
selor and Beyond the Wire ad¬ 
ministrator Jessica Hammond. 
At the end of the semester, the 
majority of the class said the 
trip to Laurel was the high¬ 
light of the class. We've ex¬ 
posed 51 undergraduates, 
who would otherwise never 
have been to a racetrack, to 
racing via trips to Laurel. 

In October, the broodmare 
crew worked hard to prepare 
our Buffum filly for the De¬ 
cember sale including daily 
hand walking and free lung¬ 
ing. About two weeks out 
from the sale, a student no¬ 
ticed that the filly had torn a 
handful of skin down over her 
left hind cannon bone which 
ended up needing 15 stitches. 
Thankfully, there was no dam¬ 
age, but it meant we had to 
scratch the filly from the sale. 
Her sire, Buffum, has a small 
but loyal following and we're 
hoping to finalize a private 
sale of the filly soon. 

In December, we graduat¬ 
ed and said goodbye to two of 
our broodmare crew members 
as both headed off to the Ken¬ 
tucky Equine Management 
Internship Program. One was 


assigned to Ashford Stud and 
the other to Shawhan Place. 
It's great to see our program 
serving as a springboard for 
students into the Thorough¬ 
bred industry. We have three 
students employed in the in¬ 
dustry at Ashford Stud in Aus¬ 
tralia and Shamrock and 
Chanceland farms in Mary¬ 
land. 

Meanwhile, the work con¬ 
tinues at home. We are work¬ 
ing to sell our two Sport 
Horses, adjusting broodmare 
diets since they are in their last 
trimesters, and planning for 
the move of the broodmares to 
campus. During the quiet of 
January, I worked on redevel¬ 
oping the Equine Reproduc¬ 
tion class. Fourteen students, 
all new to equine breeding, are 
enrolled. In total, 71 students 
have been trained in equine 
breeding and sales through 
the broodmare crew and 
equine reproduction class. 
That's data to be proud of.

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Green Gratto delivered a shocker in the Grade 1 Carter Handicap at Aqueduct at 54-1.

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I t was way back in January, in the dead of the 
winter at Aqueduct, when the New Jersey- 
bred sprinter Green Gratto won the Grade 3 
Toboggan. It was a nice win for the states 
breeding program, but everyone knows the 
realities: the number of foals is way down and 
New Jersey is having a difficult time competing 
with jurisdictions whose breeding programs 
and purses for state-bred races are enhanced by 
casino revenue. Perhaps this win by the 7-year- 
old Green Gratto would turn out to be as good 
as it gets for Jersey-breds on the track 2017? 
Little did anyone know. 

And apparently, no one told the horses that 
Jersey-breds were supposed to struggle. 

It was nothing less than a magical year for 
Jersey-breds on the racetrack as they not only 


won many races, but won at the highest levels 
of the sport, putting a smile on the faces of all 
of those who have stuck by and pulled for the 
program. 

Green Gratto was not done. On April 8, he 
became a Grade 1 winner, capturing the Carter 
Handicap at Aqueduct at a stunning 54-1 for 
trainer and co-owner Gaston Grant. That Grant 
is the ultimate small-time trainer (his “real” 
job is driving a UPS truck) only made the story 
that much sweeter. 

But even with all he accomplished that 
April day, Green Gratto was not the brightest 
New Jersey-bred star on the card. While the 
Wood Memorial one race later may have 
been downgraded to a Grade 2, it remains a 
prestigious race and anyone who wins it is all 
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Isabelle de Tomaso's homebreds, half-brothers Irish Strait (left) and Irish War Cry, were graded stakes winners in 2017. 


but guaranteed a spot in the Kentucky Derby starting gate and 
the respect that comes with winning a major prep. 

It was Wood winner Irish War Cry who gave the Jersey- 
bred program thrills it had not enjoyed in years. He could be 
erratic, but when on his game the son of Curlin was as good as 
any 3-year-old in the country in 2017. Remaining undefeated 
in the Marylander Stakes at Laurel for trainer Graham Motion 
on the final day of 2016, he exploded onto the Derby scene 
with a dominant win in the Grade 2 Holy Bull at Gulfstream in 
February. He didn’t deliver as the even-money favorite in the 
Grade 2 Fountain of Youth, finishing seventh, but returned to 
form next out with his 3 1 /2-length score in the Wood. 

He undoubtedly become the first New Jersey-bred to ever 
get his own billboard as the TBANJ paid for two billboards 
alongside major highways wishing him well in the Kentucky 
Derby. He finished 10th in the Derby, but was classic-placed 
next out when second, after leading the majority of the lVi 
miles, in the Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

Bred and owned by Isabelle de Tomaso, the daughter of 
Amory L. Haskell, his quest for victory in the Haskell had 
everything in place to be the feel good story of Jersey racing 
for 2017. Unfortunately he finished fourth. But he didn’t owe 
anybody anything. The thrills he gave the Jersey-bred program 
along the way will be hard to equal. 

While Green Gratto and Irish War Cry, both of whom will 
continue racing in 2018, led the way for Team Jersey, there 
were several horses that made a splash. 

Irish War Cry’s “big brother” Irish Strait came into the 
Grade 3 Red Bank Stakes at Monmouth off a loss against lesser 
competition in the Henry S. Clark at Laurel Park. But the son 
of English Channel, seeking his first stakes win at the age of 
5, picked a good time to run the race of his life as he led from 
gate-to-wire to win for Motion and De Tomaso. He gave his 
dam, Irish Sovereign, a rare accomplishment, having two 
offspring win graded stakes in the same year. She had a third 
winner in 2017, as the 4-year-old filly Irish Defence won two 


allowance races, one of them an open company event at the 
Meadowlands. 

In the turf sprint division, few horses were tougher or more 
consistent than New Jersey-bred Rainbow Heir. An eight-time 
stakes winner during his career, he raced exclusively in stakes 
in 2017, winning the Aqueduct Turf Sprint Championship, 
Wolf Hill Stakes and New Jersey Breeders Handicap. His 
7-year-old season was the best of his career as he earned 
$228,850 for trainer Jason Servis and his owner/breeder New 
Farm. He was expected to race once or twice more before 
retiring to Ocala Stud Farm in Florida for the start of the 2018 
breeding season. 

In 2016, Sunny Ridge was named New Jersey-bred Horse of 
the Year as a 3-year-old. In a normal year, he would have done 
enough in 2017 for back-to-back titles, but, again, it was not a 
normal year. He had an abbreviated campaign, only running 
four times, and has not raced since June 10. However, he did 
enough to deem the year a success. He started out winning 
the Jazil and Stymie Stakes at Aqueduct. After a sixth in the 
Charles Town Classic-G2, he concluded his season with a 
second in Belmont’s historic Brooklyn-G2. 

In any other year, Chublicious would be a cinch to be 
named New Jersey’s champion sprinter, but he’ll likely have 
to settle for second place behind Green Gratto. Chublicious 
beat Jersey-breds in the John J. Reilly Handicap in July, but he 
didn’t seem the type who could win in open, graded company. 
By the state’s top sire, Hey Chub, he did what so many Jersey- 
breds did in 2017-perform beyond expectations. Sent off as 
the longest shot on the board, he won the Grade 3 Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash at Laurel in September. Afterwards, he 
was purchased privately by Brittlyn Stable and turned over to 
trainer Ron Faucheux. In his debut for his new connections, 
and final start of the year, he was second in the Thanksgiving 
Handicap at Fair Grounds. 

Led by Irish War Cry, there will be plenty of quality New 
Jersey-bred racing in 2018. It could be another good year, but 
2017 will be hard to top. 
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Irish War Cry crowned NJDA 
2017 NJ-Bred Thoroughbred of the Year 


I sabelle de Tomasos homebred Irish 
War Cry, a multiple graded stakes 
winner last year, has been named the 
New Jersey Department of Agricul¬ 
tures New Jersey-bred Thoroughbred 
of the Year for 2017. 

Irish War Cry started his 
championship campaign Feb. 4, 
winning the $350,000 Holy Bull 
Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park by 
3% lengths. The win put Irish War 
Cry in the discussion as one of the 
top 3-year-old colts in the country 
and a possible Kentucky Derby entrant. 

Irish War Cry won his second race of the year April 8 in 
the $750,000 Wood Memorial Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct. The 
dominating performance made the racing industry take 
notice of the improving son of Curlin and the New Jersey 
breeding program. While Irish War Cry did not fare as well as 
his connections had hoped in the Kentucky Derby, finishing 


10th, he rebounded with a great 
effort to finish a valiant second in the 
$1,500,000 Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

Mrs. de Tomaso and her sister 
Hope Haskell Jones are strong 
supporters of New Jersey breeding 
and racing. They have bred horses 
in the Garden State, together and 
| separately, for some five decades, 

| continuing a family avocation that 
| their mother Annette began in the 
q 1924. Their father, Amory L. Haskell, 
was one of the original founders of 
Monmouth Park and served as President of the Monmouth 
Park Jockey Club from 1944 to 1966. Irish War Cry contested 
the Haskell and was forwardly placed early before fading to 
finish fourth. 

Trained by H. Graham Motion, Irish War Cry finished 2017 
with $966,660 in earnings. In his career he has won four of 
nine career starts while earning $1,049,460.

We maintain a modest office in 
Miamitown that is staffed only by the ex¬ 
ecutive director, but costs for daily opera¬ 
tion slowly grow over the years and your 
support in funding is greatly appreciated. 

In 2017 we joined the Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred that brings our message, on a 
monthly basis, to over 7,000 owners and 
breeders in the states of West Virginia, 
Maryland, New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina and Virgin¬ 
ia. The publication is extremely well pro¬ 
duced and informative. The editor is 
Eclipse Award-winning writer Joe Clancy. 
In addition to the colorful and well-writ¬ 
ten feature stories, being aligned with the 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred affords us the 
opportunity to see what other state-bred 
programs are doing to make the industry 
grow.

Special thanks to editor/publisher 
Denis Blake for the exposure and for 
reaching out to the breeders of our state. 
Subscriptions to both of these publica¬ 


tions are free to all current members of 
the O.T.B.O. 

The Ohio Horsemen’s Benevolent & 
Protective Association was a huge boost 
to our organization in both their mone¬ 
tary and moral support. I believe the pro¬ 
motional efforts and exposure we bring 
to racing in the state goes full circle and 
eventually benefits all of us—from the 
farms to the finish line. We greatly appre¬ 
ciate the vote of confidence given to us 
by H.P.B.A. President Joe Poole; Execu¬ 
tive Director Dave Basler and their entire 
Board of Directors. 

Through the encouragement of the 
H.B.P.A. we took on a feasibility study to 
see if there was enough interest in the 
state to revive the Ohio Mixed Horse 
Sale, which had not taken place for over 
10 years. The response we got was en¬ 
couraging enough to proceed with the 
effort and a sale was held Dec. 3. Breeders 
now had a platform to sell their horses 
and those looking to get in on the state- 
bred program had a local venue at which 
to buy. Majestic Farm in Batavia, Ohio, 
played host to the sale. The pristine facili¬ 
ty that hosts numerous Dressage competi¬ 
tions throughout the year proved to be an 
excellent facility for our needs. Owner 
Jeff Jarvis was extremely generous in al¬ 
lowing us the use of the barns, office area, 
equipment and sales ring and Majestic 
Farm director of horse operations could 
not have been more helpful. 

The monetary side of the sale was far 
outweighed by the benefits of the event. 
The feedback we have received thus far 
has been very encouraging to make this 
an annual event. Word of mouth and a 
positive experience is the best advertising 
we can get. Admittedly their were a lot of 
onlookers who were window shopping 


and may have had their doubts about our 
ability to put on a quality sale after a 10- 
year hiatus, but at the end of the day, I 
believe we proved our ability to provide a 
place for breeders and buyers to come to¬ 
gether in the state. Consignors have al¬ 
ready asked about next year’s sale and 
have indicated they will be bringing more 
horses with better pedigrees. 

We learned a lot about areas where we 
can enhance the sale in 2018. There are 
some definite “tweaks” we will be doing, 
but all in all, we consider the process a 
success. We will be putting out a follow 
up survey to all consignors for their input. 

At the races, several 2016 Ohio Cham¬ 
pions were able to carry their winning 
ways over to the new season, while two 
runners returned to their native soil and 
won races in whirlwind fashion. 

Loooch Stables’ Horse of the Year Mo 
Dont No proved himself to be an almost 
perfect versatile performer throughout 
the season. The Jeff Radosevich trainee 
made nine starts, had seven victories and 
two second-place finishes. In his defense, 
his runner-up finishes came in his only 
lifetime start on the turf and his seasonal 
debut going 6 furlongs against multiple 
Sprint Champion Rivers Run Deep. 

“Mo” beat open company going short 
and long and finished up the year with six 
straight victories. As a testimony to his 
talent, he closed out the season by win¬ 
ning the $150,000 VA mile Best of Ohio 
Endurance and less than a month later 
won the $75,000 6-furlong Cardinal 
Handicap defeating Rivers Run Deep. 
The gelded son of Uncle Mo was bred by 
Beechwood Racing Stable and that final 
win pushed his career earning to 
$696,255.

Ron Paolucci, 2016 Owner of the 
Year, didn’t lose his golden touch in dis¬ 
covering rare finds that needed to return 
to Buckeye soil. The first to appear was 
Mayas Queen Neetee, who was racing 
unsuccessfully in New York and Florida. 
Moved to Thistledown during her 5-year- 
old season, and now wearing the Loooch 
fluorescent green silks, the mare quickly 
broke her maiden and reeled off five con¬ 
secutive wins, including the Vivacious 
Handicap on the turf. She had her win¬ 
ning streak broken when she finished 
third in the Diana, but came back two 
weeks later to capture the $150,000 Best 
of Ohio Distaff.The daughter of Speights- 
town was bred by Anstu Farm. 

Paolucci’s other private purchase was a 
3-year-old maiden filly stabled at Santa 
Anita in the barn of Hall of Famer Bob 
Baffert named Southern Mischief. Re¬ 
turned to Ohio under the care of Jeff Ra- 


dosevich, she reeled off four straight vic¬ 
tories, capping off her season with a hand 
ride win in the $75,000 First Lady Stakes. 
The daughter of Into Mischief was bred 
by Greg Justice and Justice Farm. 

Rivers Run Deep joined the million¬ 
aire’s club in 2017. He made his first five 
starts at five different tracks from Hot 
Springs to Cleveland. He recorded stakes 
wins in the $75,000 Babst/Palacios Me¬ 
morial and the $75,000 Honey Jay. He fell 
victim to racing luck in the $150,000 
Best of Ohio Sprint. After breaking a bit 
slow, he caught up to pacesetter Moves 
Like Ali on the outside who floated him 
far out into the middle of the track. He 
fought back hard to make up ground, but 
lost by a head-bobbing nose to Hijo de 
Sheltowee, who hugged the rail for the 
upset win. Rivers Run Deep’s efforts in 
2017 pushed his career bankroll to 
$1,077,565. The now 7-year-old son of 


Ready’s Image was bred by Nancy 
Lavrich andWalmac Farm and is owned 
by James andYwachetta Driver. 

Leona’s Reward, the 2016 Champion 
Accredited Female, actually improved 
upon her form in 2017 at 4. She started 
the season with a 14-length romp and 
then ran second to True Cinder in the Dr. 
T.F. Classen Memorial. On Ohio Derby 
Day she took on the boys and outlasted 
the Champion Accredited Male Eight- 
thehardway by a nose in the $75,000 
George Lewis Memorial. Three starts lat¬ 
er she bested her male rivals again in the 
$75,000 Catlaunch and closed her season 
out with back-to-back wins in the 
$75,000 Ohio Debutante and $75,000 
Bobbie Bricker Memorial-going out 
like she came in with a 14-length victory. 
The daughter of Parent’s Reward is 
owned by Michael Friedman and trainer 
Tim Hamm, who bred her at his Blazing 


Justice Farm took part in the Ohio sale and also bred 
First Lady Stakes winner Southern Mischief. 


Loooch Stables could grab another Horse of the Year title 
with Mo Dont No. 







Meadows Farm. She now has career earn¬ 
ings of $424,356.

A tale of two legends

The victory by Daddy Is a Legend in the 
Jimmy Durante Stakes-G3 was the culmi¬ 
nation of 10 years of perseverance by her 
breeder, Hank Nothhaft. He believed in her 
dam, Randie's Legend, despite her frustrating 
history both at the track and in the breeding 
shed. Now Daddy Is a Legend has earned 
$107,910 in just four starts for owners Jim 
and Susan Hill. 

Randie's Legend, a California-bred by 
Benchmark out of the Gold Legend mare 
Eternal Legend, cost Nothhaft $43,000 at 
the 2008 Barretts October Yearling Sale. 
Although Eternal Legend never raced, 
her dam Eternal Search was a three-time 
Sovereign Award winner in Canada. Eternal 
Legend had already produced the horse that 
would become Grade 2 winner Frumious, and 
one year after Randie's Legend would throw 
graded stakes placed stakes winner Eternal 
Rule, who won six of seven starts lifetime, 
three of them stakes. 

“When I bought her she had a good 
page befitting a $43,000 Cal-bred yearling 


purchase,” said Nothhaft. “Over the last 10 
years it has become an exceptional page 
befitting that of a graded stakes broodmare 
producer.” 

Nothhaft put Randie’s Legend in training, 
but she ultimately never made it to the races. 
“The purchase was mainly made to get a 
horse that could be competitive racing at 
Golden Gate Fields, which was my horizon at 
that time,” Nothhaft said. “She was extremely 
fast and often worked the bullet, but her 
running style was hard on her knees. She 
had a series of minor physical issues that 
prevented her from making it to the races as 
a two through four-year-old. On the advice of 
a vet... I retired her unraced, uninjured and 
completely sound.” 

Nothhaft owned a share in dual classic 
winner Smarty Jones, who stood in Pennsyl¬ 
vania and nicked well with Randie’s Legend. 
The resulting foal, Smarty’s Legend, is a two- 
time winner of $57,086. 

After the mare was barren in 2013, 
Nothhaft spent time delving deeper into her

pedigree. “From 2010-2012, Randie’s 
Legend's pedigree improved by leaps 
and bounds under the first dam, Eternal 
Legend.” Frumious and Eternal Rule were 
showing their mettle on the track, but the 
second and third dams were producing 
as well. “The rest of the pedigree was ex¬ 
tremely active as well with graded stakes 
performers like Volcat, This Ones for Phil, 
and Smokey Fire," Nothhaft said. “Even 
more surprising, if not downright amazing, 
Exaggerator-winner of the Preakness 
Stakes in 2016—materialized under the 
third dam.” 

Nothhaft's bloodstock agent Carl 
McEntee offered the advice of “upgrading 
the stature of her breeding mates.” In 
2014, Randie’s Legend produced a Stormy 
Atlantic colt Nothhaft sold as a yearling at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October sale for 
$115,000. Daddy Is a Legend, a daughter 
of Scat Daddy, came next. 

Cavalier Bloodstock purchased the 
Pennsylvania-bred filly as a weanling at 
Keeneland for $140,000. She was resold 
10 months later at the 2016 Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale for $160,000 to 
Jim and Susan Hill of Margaux Farm. 

Daddy Is a Legend went into training 
with George Weaver and debuted Aug. 6 
at Saratoga. Her eventful debut included 


striking the gate as she broke and a wide 
trip around the second turn. Daddy Is a 
Legend finished fifth, but showed encour¬ 
aging promise. 

In her second start, a 1 -mile grass 
race at Belmont, Daddy Is a Legend faced 
the highly regarded Rushing Fall. The two 
kicked away from the field in the stretch, 
with Rushing Fall eventually prevailing on 
her way to an unbeaten season, capped 
by a victory in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Turf-GI. “Most people don't realize 
that she gave Breeders’ Cup winner 
Rushing Fall the biggest challenge in her 
unbeaten career,” said owner Jim Hill. 

At Keeneland in October, Daddy Is 
a Legend went off favored in a 9-furlong 
contest for juvenile fillies. She won by 2% 
lengths under Joe Bravo, showing her 
talent on one of racing’s biggest stages. 
Nothhaft pointed out that the filly earned, 
“the coveted designation as a TDN Rising 
Star” with the victory. 

As if backing up that honor, Daddy Is 
a Legend returned in the one-mile graded 
Jimmy Durante Stakes,with a $102,415 
purse, over Del Mar’s turf Nov. 25. She 
was favored once again, broke 10th in a 
field of 12, steadied twice around the turn, 
and still rallied to win by a length over 
Data Dependent. 


Daddy Is a Legend is currently 
wintering at Margaux Farm in Kentucky, 
enjoying a break before tackling a spring 
campaign. “For our next start for Daddy Is 
a Legend, we are aiming to the [Grade 2] 
Appalachian Stakes at Keeneland in April,” 
Hill said. “We obviously have thoughts be¬ 
yond that, but horse racing really is a one 
race at a time game. Arguably you could 
make a case for Daddy as the second best 
3-year-old turf filly in North America." 

In the Appalachian, Daddy Is a Legend 
may meet rival Rushing Fall once again. 

“It could be a very exciting race,” Hill said. 
“Not surprisingly, we are very excited with 
this horse.” 

Randie’s Legend was bred to Violence 
but did not catch, then produced a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred City Zip colt last February 
that has been named Belleau Wood. “We 
made a decision to keep the City Zip 
colt to race before Daddy Is a Legend 
emerged,” Nothhaft said. 

Randie’s Legend is due to produce 
a Tiznow foal this spring, and will be 
bred back to Candy Ride (Arg). With two 
winners, one a stakes winner, from two 
foals to race, Nothhaft is thrilled that his 
dedication to Randie’s Legend paid off.

Racing Across the Nation 

W hile some suffer a bit of a letdown after the Breeders’ 
Cup, South Carolina farm and training center 
graduates continued to march on. Between Nov. 21 
and Dec. 20, we were represented with 10 grads reaching the 
winner’s circle following stakes races. 

The day after Thanksgiving (Nov. 24), Manitoulin, who 
came up in Kip Elser’s program at Kirkwood Stables in Camden, 
captured the Hollywood Turf Cup-G2 at Del Mar. In a duel from 
start to finish, Manitoulin had the lead, lost it and regained it in 
the stretch before winning by a neck. 

On the same day, Lovely Bernadette recorded her third straight 
stakes win in the Grade 2 Mrs. Revere Stakes at Churchill Downs. 
After being bumped at the start, she stalked the leader for the 
first half-mile before gaining the lead in the stretch and coming 
home a half-length in front. Her streak included the Indiana 
Grand Stakes in September and Grade 3 Valley View Stakes at 
Keeneland in October. When not at the track, Lovely Bernadette 
stays with Brad Stauffer and Ron Steven’s Legacy Stable in Aiken. 

Whirlin Curlin came home on top in two stakes, on Nov. 

25 and Dec. 9, at Laurel Park. In the first, he captured the 
Christopher Elser Memorial Stakes, the colt and gelding division 
of the South Carolina Residency Stakes program. He entered 
the Elser Memorial a maiden and the second longest shot on the 
board in the field of seven, came four wide from the back of the 
pack and drew off by 2 Vi lengths. He followed with a similar trip 
two weeks later in the Maryland Juvenile Luturity, again with a 
four wide run, and reached the finish line a neck the best. Whirlin 
Curlin learned his early lessons from Travis Durr at the Webb 
Carroll Training Center. 

Also on Nov. 25, Lanniebellefleming- owned by longtime 
SCTOBA member and previous president Lee Christian-proved 
best in the Donna Lreyer Stakes, the filly division of the 
SCTOBA Residency Stakes program. The longest shot on the 
board at 10-1, she was five wide at the top of the stretch before 
surging home a 2 1 /4-length winner. Lanniebellefleming received 
her early schooling from Lranklin “Goree” Smith at his Elloree 
Training Center. 

On Dec. 2, Admiralty Pier trailed the field with a little over 
a quarter-mile to run in the Display Stakes for 2-year-olds at 
Woodbine. Turning for home, he put in a tremendous rally to get 
up to win by a neck. He is another who learned his early lessons 
under the watchful eye of Travis Durr. 

Indulgent recorded her first graded stakes win in the final start 
of her 4-year-old campaign, the Go for Wand Handicap-G3 at 
Aqueduct Dec. 2. In front early, she lost the lead after a half mile, 
then fought back to regain it to win by a length. Indulgent was 
broken and trained as a yearling by Tim Jones, head of the Darley 
operation in Aiken. 


Almond Roca proved much the best in the Sandpiper Stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies at Tampa Bay Downs Dec. 16. Lourth early, 
she advanced to take control at the top of the stretch and galloped 
home a 9 1 /4-length winner. Wilhelmina and bred McEwan 
prepared her for a racing career at Lenwick Larm in Rembert. 

Two products of Jane Dunn’s Holly Hill Training Center 
completed their 4-year-old seasons as first-time stakes winners at 
Remington Park Dec. 17. 

Ready to Confess recorded her first in the She’s All In Stakes. 
Mid-pack after the opening half mile, she rallied to take the lead 
in upper stretch and put away her rivals to win by 2% lengths. 

One race later, Dan the Go to Man got the victory in the 
Jeffrey A. Hawk Memorial Stakes, breaking on top, never looking 
back and hitting the wire first to win by a head. 

Many, many, many stakes winners across the nation in 2017 
had South Carolina connections and we look forward to the hit 
parade continuing in 2018!!! 

Dickinson 2017 Aiken- 
Trained Horse of the Year 

T hree-time graded stakes winner Dickinson has been named 
the 2017 Aiken-Trained Horse of the Year. Bred and 
owned by Godolphin Racing LLC, Dickinson was broken 
and trained as a yearling and into her 2-year-old year by Tim 
Jones, head of the Goldophin team in Aiken. 

In eight starts at 5, the daughter of Medaglia d’Oro captured 
in succession the Suwannee River Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park, 
Tampa Bay’s Hillsborough Stakes-G2, and Keeneland’s Grade 1 
Jenny Wiley Stakes while earning $603,630 for the year. 

Previous winners of the award include Aiken-based Dogwood 
Stable’s Limehouse (2005) and Palace Malice (2013-14). The only 
other two-time winners are Quality Road (2009-10) and Curalina 
(2014-15), the latter owned by Eclipse Thoroughbred Partners, 
who has an office in Aiken. 

Dickinson will be honored March 18 in a ceremony held at the 
Aiken Thoroughbred Racing Hall of Lame.

Breeders’ Fund Award winners for 2017 month, 
have been announced, and a total of 
$525,000 will be distributed among 53 
different breeders. 248 Virginia-bred 
victories were recorded from 22,031 starts, 
which translated into $3,926,679 in purse 
winnings. 


Highest money earning breeder was 
the Keswick Stable & Stonestreet 
Thoroughbred Holdings at $70,631 thanks 
to three time stakes winner and top bonus 
money earner last year, Stellar Wind. The 
5 year old Curlin mare collected a trio 
of Grade I stakes wins in the Clement 
Hirsch, Apple Blossom Handicap and 
Beholder Mile. Stellar Wind earned a 
capped bonus of $25,000 each from the 
last two of those, and $20,631 from the 
first stakes win. The only other Virginia- 
bred to receive a $25,000 capped bonus 
was Greyvitos, who won Remingtons 
Springboard Mile. In 2017 Stellar Wind 
won $800,000 in purse monies and at the 
end of the year, her career earnings stood 
at $2,253,200. As of mid-January, 2018, 
she was preparing to compete in the $16 
Million Pegasus World Cup later in the 


The leading breeder by sheer number of 
wins was Mr. & Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin, who 
had 35 individual awards that totaled 
$69,447. Their American Dubai was one 
of two Virginia-breds that had five wins 
in 2017. The 5 year E Dubai horses win 
in the Downs at Albequerque Handicap 
produced a $13,066 bonus alone. Outside 
of Stellar Wind and Greyvitos’ stakes 
triumphs, that win resulted in the next 
highest award. American Dubai, who also 
prevailed in the Sunland Park Handicap, 
had five wins from ten starts last year, 
good for $332,310 in earnings. Other 
Iselin-bred horses that won multiple times 
included Beachtown Benny (3), Talk Less 
(3), Swordfish (3), and six others with a 
pair of victories each. 

Mr. & Mrs. Bertram Firestone were next 
with 22 wins. Their 7 year old Stroll 
gelding, Special Envoy, won a three pack 
of Virginia-bred stakes in 2017 — the 
Edward Evans, Hansel and Bert Allen 
Stakes. The combined trio of efforts 
added up to $14,349 in bonus monies. He 


completed the year with $129,510 in purse 
winnings and now has career earnings of 
$287,650. Northern Eclipse, winner of the 
Camptown Stakes, had a trio of victories, 
while their 7 year old Stephen Got Even 
mare, Compose, had the most triumphs 
with five though none were stakes wins. 
Over the past two years, Compose has 
won 11 races in 17 starts. 

Morgan’s Ford Fam was third highest by 
wins, having bred 20 horses that prevailed 
in a race. Four of those wins came 
courtesy of River Deep, who was bred in 
conjunction with F and F Stables. The 4 
year old Arch colt finished 2017 on a four 
race winning streak that began October 
23rd. River Deep won $119,300 from 
nine starts last year. Queen Caroline’s two 
wins came in the Nellie Mae Cox and 
Brookmeade Stakes and each resulted 
in bonuses of over $4,000. The 5 year 
old Blame mare earned $115,318 from 
eight starts and now has $375,613 in 
life earnings. Ring Knocker, a 6 year 
old Birdstone mare, had three victories 
including a triumph in the Xtra Heat 
Stakes. From 12 starts in 2017, she earned 








with $8,449 from seven wins courtesy of 
their stallion Cosa Vera. Rounding out the 
top five were Susan Minor ($3,981- Fierce 
Wind), Sara Collette ($1,006 - Xenodon), 
and Lazy Lane Farms ($805 - Hansel).

just under $200,000. Her lifetime earnings 
now stand at $408,510. Desert Jewel and 
All Call, both bred by Morgans Ford Farm, 
each had a pair of wins. 

Larry Johnson-bred horses reached the 
winners circle 18 times including Do What 
I Say, who scored in the Tyson Gilpin 
Stakes and generated a $4,900 bonus. 

The 5 year old Street Magician mare has 
bankrolled $114,935 from just nine starts. 
Johnsons Greek God had four wins, Porte 
Cochere connected three times and Street 
Miz chipped in with a pair. 

The William Backer Revocable Trust was 
fifth with 17 wins, followed by Lazy Lane 
Farms (13) and Audley Farm Equine 
(11). The Backer-bred West End Gambler 
had three triumphs to complement a 
pair each from Nice Try and Alabama 
Slim. Lazy Lanes Rapid Rhythm won 
two stakes in 2017 -- the Mardi Gras and 
the Richard Scherer Memorial, good for 
over $7,500 in combined bonuses. Their 
6 year old Successful Appeal mare won 
$77,094 in 2017 and pushed her career 
bankroll to $279,457. Sambrook Edge 
had three wins while Hunterwood and 
Bird Call won twice each. Audley Farm 
bred the impressive Greyvitos, who was 
named Remington Parks Horse of the 
Year. The 3 year old son of Malibu Moon 


earned a $6,877 bonus from a victory in 
the Bob Hope Stakes, in addition to the 
Springboard Miles $25,000 capped success. 
Greyvitos earned $306,345 from just four 
outings. Unpredictable and Simmstown 
each won three times for Audley Farm. 

Rounding out the field of top ten horses 
by award winnings is Just Call Kenny, who 
captured the Philip Iselin Stakes. The 7 year 
old son of Jump Start was bred by Althea 
Richards, won twice in 2017 and had four 
additional “in the money” finishes from 
various stakes. He earned $197,830 last 
year and has amassed $479,565 in lifetime 
winnings. 

Five different breeders 
shared $25,000 in 
stallion awards from 
a total of 20 wins and 
$298,290 in purse 
money earned last 
year. Phyllis Jones won 
the highest amount, 
collecting $10,762 in 
awards from four wins 
via her stallion Friend 
or Foe. Those victories 
were by On the Fringe 
and Mr. Buff, both with 
two each. Lady Olivia 
at North Cliff was next

The 58-year-old joined the ranks of

conditioner in the history of North 
American Thoroughbred racing to 
achieve this milestone. 

Runco's name can now be 
proudly inscribed on the wall next 
to the likes of: Dale Baird, Steve 
Asmussen, Jerry Hollendorfer, Jack 
Van Berg, King T. Leatherbury, Scott 
Lake, Bill Mott, D. Wayne Lukas, Todd 
Pletcher, Richard Hazelton and Chris 
Englehart. 

Jeff saddled his first winner over 
30 years ago and fittingly credits 
his wife Susan, their team at the 
barn, and a bevy of devoted 
owners with the majority of his 
prosperity, while acknowledging 
West Virginia Breeders Classic winner 
Slip the Cable as the best horse his 
Coleswood Farm ever bred.

During its prime, with 2017 being 
no exception, the Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races has had a 
vast continuum of dominant fillies 
and mares. 


Tim and Judy Grams' Moonlit 
Song, a homebred daughter of Fiber 
Sonde out of the Parker's Storm Cat 
mare Malibu Kitten, didn't acquit 
herself well in her 2016 debut, but 
in 2017, with every widening stride 
down victory lane, it was her sizable 
backside that the competition 
witnessed most frequently. 

Wins in the Its Binn Too Long, Fancy 
Buckles, Sylvia Bishop Memorial, 

Sadie Hawkins and West Virginia 
"Cavada" Breeders Classic Stakes 
declared her ascendancy with 
irrefutable authority.

On the undercard of the $1.25 
million Charles Town Classic-G2 
April 22, El Deal, a son of Munnings, 
impressively dispatched an elite 
field of sprinters going the popular 
distance of 472 furlongs. 

It wasn't the sensational final time 
of the race (50.66 seconds), the rising 
star on his back (Tyler Gaffalione) or 
his high percentage trainer Jorge 
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Navarro that made this effort such a 
polarizing event. 

It was approximately three 
months later when El Deal shipped 
to Saratoga and obliterated a stellar 
group of runners in the Grade 1 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt Handicap. 

For local racing enthusiasts, that 
was proof positive that Charles Town 
Races status had officially arrived!

The West Virginia Breeders Classic 
is the number one objective on the 
racing calendar for most owners, 
trainers and breeders, not only 
monetarily, but for the prestige it 
affords the victor. 

This year, the race didn't seem to 
have it's habitual big name entrant 
the likes of Russell Road, Lucy's Bob 
Boy, Confucius Say or A Huevo. 
However what it did feature was 
the most exciting finish in the race's 
existence. 

At the completion of the 1 Vs-mile 
contest, only modern technology 
could separate our deserving 
candidates: winner Charitable 
Annuity, second North Atlantic and 
third Weekend Liberty.

Her husband's marvelous 
filly Bound to Windsor cruised 
home to win the $50,000 Eleanor 
Casey Memorial by 5 lengths, 
topping a James Casey exacta 
with B's Wild Cork. Kristy Petty's 
Imagoodchatterbug, trained by 
John, finished a neck behind B's Wild 
Cork in third. 

Bound to Windsor's substance 
was previously confirmed on 
Breeders Classics night in the West 
Virginia Triple Crown Nutrition Stakes, 
where the husky lass upset the 
prohibitive 1-9 favorite Noblame. 

She then captured the West Virginia 
Futurity over James Casey's top 
juvenile gelding, William and Mary.

The survivor of a horrific 
motorcycle accident only months

The $85 winner on the program 
opener was bred by John D. McKee.

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Record purses set for ’18 spring 
season; Gwathmey to Grade 2 


The National Steeplechase Association’s 
condition book for the 2018 spring season is out, 
and the lineup promises record-smashing purses 
and the launch of the new Georgia Steeplechase 
meet. 

The program developed by NS A Director of 
Racing Bill Gallo Jr. will offer $2,870,000 in 
purses, up from the record $2,780,400 in 2017. 

Heading the spring program is the Iroquois 
Steeplechase on Saturday, May 12, at Nashville’s 
Percy Warner Park. The NSA’s premier Midwest 
meet will offer $525,000 in purses, headed by the 
$200,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) and 
the $100,000 Marcellus Frost Champion Hurdle 
for novices. 

The Virginia Gold Cup meet a week earlier at 
Great Meadow Race Course in The Plains will 
offer $425,000 in purses. With attendance of 
approximately 70,000, the meet will be headlined 
by the $100,000 Virginia Gold Cup for timber 
horses and the $75,000 David Semmes Memorial 
(Gr. 2) for hurdle competitors. 

After the season kicks off on March 24 at the 
Aiken Spring Races, the action moves to Camden, 
S.C., for the Carolina Cup meet, which this year 
will be headlined by the $ 150,000 Marion duPont 
Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) and the $75,000 
Carolina Cup for novices. Purses for the 86th 
Carolina Cup meet are projected at $325,000. 

The historic Temple Gwathmey Handicap at 
the Middleburg Spring Races on April 21 will 
receive a $25,000 purse increase, to $75,000, 
and will move up the ladder to Grade 2 status 
from Grade 3. In all, the meet at Middleburg’s 
Glenwood Park will offer $200,000 in purses. 

Completing the spring’s graded stakes schedule 
is the $50,000 National Hunt Cup (Gr. 3) at the 
Radnor Hunt Races in Malvern, Pa., on May 19.

Two reconstituted meets, the Georgia 
Steeplechase and the Tryon Block House Races, 
will occupy the respective first two Saturdays 
in April.

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Scorpiancer tops Theoretical at 158 


Bruton Street-US’s Scorpiancer made only 
two starts in 2017, but they were sufficiently 
impressive to earn him the 158-pound highweight 
in the National Steeplechase Association’s 
Theoretical Handicap for 2017. 

The Irish-bred, then an eight-year-old and 
trained by Jack Fisher, won Middleburg Spring’s 
Temple Gwathmey (Gr. 3) in April and the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1), the latter by 16 
lengths in May. 

Next on the 2017 list at 148 pounds were the top 
three finishers in Far Hills’ Grand National (Gr. 
1): winner Mr. Hot Stuff, second-place Modem, 
and third-place All the Way Jose, who were noses 
apart at the wire. Novice champion Moscato was 
rated at 146 pounds, and two-time novice stakes 
winner Zanjabeel was rated at 144 pounds with 
seven others. 

NS A Director of Racing Bill Gallo Jr., who 
created the Theoretical in 1992, evaluated all 
29 horses who placed in NS A open and novice 
stakes races in 2017. Scorpiancer’s rating was four 
pounds below the 162-pound average of annual 
highweights. Lonesome Glory set the standard 
with a 170-pound highweight in 1995, and fellow 
Racing Hall of Fame members McDynamo and 
Good Night Shirt were rated at 168.

Trainer Gaudet leaves legacy of laughs, love, success

T hree days after Bill Clinton’s first pres¬ 
idential inauguration, word arrived 
that Virginia Kelley, his horseplaying 
mom, had settled into the Laurel Park Sky 
Suite for an afternoon of racing. Even on 
a Saturday card, Jan. 23, 1993, jaded turf 
writers took interest. But a coming detail 
turned the press box perfectly abuzz. 

Kelley would descend to the paddock 
before the fourth race to hobnob with 
any willing horseman. There the trainer 
saddling Yen of the Irish in stall 8, Eddie 
Gaudet, happily obliged. 

The possibilities sparkled. His saddle¬ 
bags over-spilling with every manner of 
practical joke, racy rejoinder and off-color 
quip, Eddie had a new and surely unsus¬ 
pecting subject in sight, and the sure belief 
that dignitaries, like felons, savored all his 
offerings. He thrust Walter Cullum onto 
Yen of the Irish and approached Kelley. 
She clasped his meaty right hand with 
hers; Eddie covered that with his left, a 
show of endearment, maybe, or a move to 
keep her captive. He began speaking softly, 
earnestly. Whatever the punchline, Kelley 
cackled her approval. 

Back in the Sky Suite, she watched Yen 
of the Irish stalk the pacesetter, surge to a 
monstrous lead and hold. Her $2 win ticket 
was worth $7. 

Of her exchange with Eddie, she said 
only this: “He made me laugh, and he 
made me richer.” 

The first point Eddie regarded straight- 
faced. “She’s a southern lady with some 
class about her, so I told her the one about 
the parrot and the peg-leg,” he said, dous¬ 
ing elaboration. 

The second point coaxed wonderment, 
for rarely in his long, accomplished career 
had Eddie dispatched a horse with useful 
hype. On this he did expound. “I may stiff 
my mother,” he said, “but not the presi¬ 
dent’s mother.” 
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On Jan. 4, the racing world lost its 
well-meant, wisecracking good thing. 
Eddie Gaudet, home and restful in Upper 
Marlboro, Md., died of Alzheimer’s disease 
at 87. 

The affliction had brought his retire¬ 
ment in 2011, and inevitably changed the 
air he’d gladdened and vivified. Across 
seven decades, Eddie had managed flanks 
and pranks, shins and grins, nicks and 
tricks, the bustling jollity featured daily 
at the brown-fenced farm and racetrack 
stable he came to share with wife Linda 
and daughters Lacey and Gabby. With 
Eddie about the shedrows, horses walked 
and spoken chestnuts galloped. 

One morning, 2007 at the Bowie 
Training Center, Linda entered the barn 
office and found Eddie engaging a report¬ 
er. “He’ll prep ya,” she said, “and then we’ll 
get the facts straight.” 

“She’s so much better than the first 
one,” Eddie later surmised, speaking of 
wives, “I can’t wait for the third.” 

Clearly, Linda had gauged her destiny 
and embraced it. Their first date, 1972, 
had promised more than conversation: She 
sought a show horse, and Eddie boasted 
the perfect candidate. 

Linda marked her good fortune. Eddie, 
a trainer of regard, had won the Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes with At Arms Length 
the year before. Now here he was, steer¬ 
ing a Cadillac up the drive at Larking Hill 
Farm. 

They watched the colt gallop crooked 
legged, Eddie casually, Linda horrified. “I 
think he’s a little off,” she said tactfully. 

“Nah,” Eddie responded. “He just goes 
like that.” 

Linda’s father, an army officer, had 
made inquiries about racetrack denizens 
and deemed the environment ill-suited for 
his teenage daughter. Her mother thought 
Eddie, a divorcee in a flashy car and suit 
of clothes, way too old at 42 and a little 
too slick. 

“We found out the Cadillac wasn’t even 
his,” she said. “I’m not sure about the suit.” 

True, the car belonged to farm owner 
Fendall Clagett. To aid the sale, Eddie had 
figured it wise to ditch his rattletrap pickup. 

From his schoolkid days in Leominster, 
Mass., Eddie had played the angles with a 
knowing eye and a steady hand. By his own 
word, he only found the racetrack through 
a flimflam. 

Son of a house painter and sibling 
to 13, Eddie tabbed school a bother but 
generally passed. In fourth grade, maybe 
fifth, a spot of mischief landed him before 
the class to read from a textbook the 
Gettysburg address, the teacher keen to 


give the mouthy student a heaping dose 
of public humiliation. Eddie advanced as 
told, no book in hand, and, to the teacher’s 
slack-jawed astonishment, recited Lincoln’s 
seminal speech. (Sixty years later, on the 
Bowie backstretch, Eddie spoke it still.) 

His gambit snuffed, the teacher handed 
Eddie an envelope to give to his parents- 
another stout miscalculation. Eddie opened 
it on the way home and read the note: He 
could return to school only in the company 
of his parents. 

The letter somehow vanished. For 
weeks thereafter, Eddie’s mom continued 
making him a bagged lunch, which Eddie 
surreptitiously took to his new school at 
Pascoag Racetrack, and the shopworn barn 
of renegade trainer Pete Roche. 

And so it began. By the 1970s, inter¬ 
ests throughout the Mid-Atlantic regarded 
Eddie’s ability to deliver a lively horse and 
a lively punchline with equal skill. During a 
stint at the Meadowlands, a PA. announce¬ 
ment aired the need for one last horse 
to make the entries go. Eddie got on his 
pony bareback and rode him into the rac¬ 
ing office. On the way, the story goes, his 
horse dropped a steamy something at the 
stewards’ office door. 

Spontaneity only burnished Eddie’s leg¬ 
end. For years he’d needled trainer Glenn 
Ballenger about the impracticability of 
suspenders, Ballenger’s preferred acces¬ 
sory. There, in the Bowie racing office, 
Eddie spied Ballenger and had a thought. 
Stealthily, he yanked down the old man’s 
trousers from behind, suspenders jangling, 
boxers showing, the superiority of the belt 
thus evinced in public view. 

Years later, at Laurel, Eddie encoun¬ 
tered Maj. Willie Coleman, the track’s Afri¬ 
can-American security chief. Coleman relat¬ 
ed the exchange to Linda after Eddie died. 

Coleman: “How ya doin’, Eddie?” 

Eddie: “Real good. I just had cataract 
surgery.” 

Coleman: “How’d it go?” 

Eddie put on a pair of eyeglasses and 
beheld Coleman in wide-eyed wonder. 
“Major Coleman!” he exclaimed. “You’re 
black?!” 

Eddie got away with so much for so 
long, Linda said, because he knew no 
meanness or malice, had precious few 
detractors. He deemed the world a friend, 
and thus suited to his zingers, jests and 
whoppers. 

His runaway zeal for people extended 
most workdays, Eddie yielding to impul¬ 
sive discourse and Linda lamenting yet 
another conversational speedbump exiting 
the backstretch. 


Bobby Vaughan understood. The for¬ 
mer agent for jockey Allen Stacy said trips 
with Eddie to out-of-state tracks became 
rootless odysseys, for you never knew 
when Eddie might plumb a horse deal, 
or run into an old confederate, or help 
a needy trainer, or work a caper. In sum, 
when Eddie sent his shippers, Vaughan 
packed his slippers. 

“We went on a three-day trip to Sara¬ 
toga,” Vaughan said. “We came back seven 
days later.” 

To some degree, Eddie’s isms masked 
his training prowess and professional com¬ 
mitment. Through the 1990s, Eddie largely 
handled modest-priced horses and New 
York castoffs owned by prominent busi¬ 
nessman Morris Bailey and Hollywood 
producer Robert Greenhut (“Annie Hall” 
and “Purple Rose of Cairo”). 

In early 1991, Eddie had to cajole 
Florida-based owner Ted Sabarese to keep 
Star Touch (Fr) in Maryland, saying, in all 
seriousness, that the horse was no longer 
a laughingstock. Sabarese had bought the 
chocolate-brown son of Touching Wood 
in 1989, pulled the 3-year-old from his 
native France and raced him in the states, 
where Star Touch had grossed zero wins, 
a second and a third in nine starts in 
Florida, New York, New Jersey and New 
Hampshire. 

Desperate for an antidote, Sabarese sent 
Star Touch to Bowie in the fall of 1990. 
Two weeks later, Eddie unloosed a beast. 

Star Touch won an allowance race and 
the Maryland City Handicap in his first 
two starts, and little more than a year later 
brought Eddie his biggest score with a 
last-to-first victory in the frigid, $200,000, 
Grade 2 General George at Laurel. 

There followed a current of stakes win¬ 
ners: Marry Me Do, Forty Crowns, Asset 
Impression, Winning Point, Concealed 
Identity, Laila’s Punch and others. Home- 
breds too: War Hostage, Trap Line and, 
yes, Fahrvegnuggen. Linda had named the 
son of Bara Prince and Grace o’ the Isles 
for his smooth way of traveling, like the 
Volkswagen of the era. “A pleasure to 
ride,” she offered. 

“He’s a big, dumb thing,” Eddie said 
after Fahrvegnuggen ascended the claiming 
ranks to win the Japan Racing Association 
Handicap at Laurel. “In the morning, he’ll 
go three-quarters in [1:12] by proppin’, 
duckin’, lookin’ around. He still hasn’t fig¬ 
ured it all out.” 

Before he started his own stable, 
Gary Capuano tried to figure out Eddie’s 
implacable knack for carefree antics. The 
answers remained elusive.

For two years, Capuano walked hots 
at Bowie and helped with odd jobs about 
the Gaudets’ Schelford North Farm. Odd, 
Capuano said, in that Eddie regularly dared 
to engage any undertaking regardless of 
scope or difficulty. Between ill-conceived 
farm projects with heavy equipment and 
off-the-farm hijinks, Capuano said, he still 
can’t quite fathom how he wasn’t killed, 
maimed or busted. 

In the mid-’90s, before their recession- 
forced contraction, Eddie and Linda had 
maybe 15 broodmares (some owned or 
co-owned by Bailey) at Schelford North, 
two stallions and dozens of borders dash¬ 
ing the countryside. They also had two 
daughters by then, Lacey and Gabby mak¬ 
ing Eddie more committed to family but 
no less irreverent. He stuck a white trailer 
behind the Bowie barn, wherein Linda 
''homes chooled” the girls in early years. 

"When you’re with your kids all day, 
they’re learnin’ all day,” Eddie said, New 
England still alive in his words. "Whadda 
they gonna learn in school? How to swear, 
how to smoke, how to drink.” 

After Gabby became a national TV 
racing analyst and Lacey a stakes-winning 
trainer, who could question him? 

Eddie typically suffused wit with wis¬ 
dom-to a point. Friend and neighbor 
Horace Savoy said he and Eddie returned 
to the Bowie stable from a New Jersey 
racetrack early one morning, whereupon 


Eddie peered in every stall and left one 
muttering. When the groom in question 
reported to work, Eddie took him aside. 

"Do I pay you well?” 

"Yes, Mr. Gaudet.” 

"I even give you extra sometimes, don’t 
I?” 

"Yes sir.” 

"Son, don’t ever leave outta here with¬ 
out tending to a horse like you should.” 

The upshot, Savoy said: Eddie always 
believed in second chances. 

Maybe that grew out of his dogged 
optimism, his relentless belief in human¬ 
kind. Having helped apprentice jockey 
Stacy to an Eclipse Award in 1986, Eddie 
endeavored to do the same with Mike 
Luzzi in ’89. Where others saw a raw, errat¬ 
ic rider, Eddie saw an unpolished gem. On 
this he never wavered: As Luzzi managed 
70 winless rides to start his career in the fall 
of ’88, Eddie publicly predicted an Eclipse 
Award for the 19-year-old grandson of 
trainer Virgil "Buddy” Raines. 

Eddie so emboldened Luzzi that the 
young jock repeated the aim on TV, even 
as his future in Maryland—as a jockey— 
remained in doubt. "I remember people 
said, 'Man this kid is crazy,’” Luzzi said. 
"Even my own father said. . . 'What did 
you say a thing like that for?’ People who 
thought I looked bad on a horse, they 
thought I was nuts.” 

Luzzi won the Eclipse. 


When he wasn’t shambling about the 
stables, shoes probably untied, Eddie 
zipped about in an electric golf cart, the 
one with the decal of a winking Tweetie 
Pie on the left front fender, cracking wise 
and telling stories. 

"I ever tell you ’bout the time I flew a 
plane under the [Chesapeake] Bay Bridge?” 
came the question, followed by distraction- 
driven fragments of accompanying detail. 
Yes, Eddie had taken flying lessons for a 
time, but no one could otherwise confirm 
the claim. 

Nobody needed to. The truth, for 
Eddie, was what you sought to believe. 

Not long after her son entered the 
White House, Virginia Kelley sent Eddie a 
note on official stationery in appreciation 
of his gainful racetrack guidance. From 
that January day in 1993, her words still 
carry: Eddie made us laugh, and made us 
richer. 

Eddie Gaudet won 1,735 races as a 
trainer in a career that started in 1959 and 
ended with his retirement in December 
2011. His horses earned more than $23.4 
million. He is survived by his wife Linda, 
daughters Lacey and Gabby and sisters 
Barbara DeBono and Linda Gaudet.

CHARLES T.COLGAN 

When Charlie Colgan started working 
for the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association in 1971, annual purses hovered 
at $1 million and the circuit was reeling 
from a massive cutback by the New York 
Racing Association. 

By the time he retired in 2000, the sport 
had flipped its financial model—relying far 
more on a schedule of successful one-day 
race meets rather than opportunities cre¬ 
ated by racetracks and taken a variety of 
progressive steps forward. Purses exceeded 
$4.8 million and racing occurred in a dozen 
states. Jump racing’s governing body had 
moved from Belmont Park in New York 
to Fair Hill, Md., changed its name to the 
National Steeplechase Association (drop¬ 
ping the “and Hunt” from an earlier merg¬ 
er with the United Hunts Association), 
expanded its regulatory and officiating 
capacities, added a horsemen’s bookkeep¬ 
ing department, produced race programs 
for race meets and much more. 

Colgan, who died Jan. 2 at age 77, 
wasn’t entirely responsible for the changes, 
but his role was as big as anyone’s. 

Hired by John E. “Jack” Cooper as 
the assistant racing secretary in July 1971 
when the office was based at Belmont, 
Colgan became the executive secretary 
and racing secretary/handicapper upon 
the latter’s retirement in 1976. Colgan was 
later promoted to executive vice president 
and oversaw the association’s move to 
Maryland in 1989. He hired current direc¬ 
tor of racing Bill Gallo in 1977. 

Colgan grew up in Manhattan, the sec¬ 
ond of two children born to Charles P. 
Colgan and Sabina Kelly Colgan, first 
generation Irish Americans. From the ear¬ 
liest days, he had a deep love of sports, 
cultivated by his live experiences at the 
old Madison Square Garden, and New 
York racetracks, including summer visits 



to Saratoga in its heyday. He was especially 
devoted to the Rangers hockey team of 
his youth. 

He was working as a white cap at 
Belmont Park when he first met Audrey 
Walsh, his future wife, then an exercise 
rider for her father, future Hall of Fame 
trainer Mickey Walsh. The two were mar¬ 
ried in 1963 and raised three children 
together. Their daughter Kelly Colgan and 
her husband Peter McDermott, based at 
Fair Hill Training Center, continue the fam¬ 
ily tradition in racing—winning a Maryland 
Million race in 2017 with Willy d’Rocket. 

Charlie Colgan graduated from Saint 
Bonaventure University in 1962, served 
as a captain in the Army for two years, 
graduated from the University of North 
Carolina Chapel Hill Law School in 1969, 


and practiced law in Charlotte, N.C., before 
taking the steeplechase job. Among other 
roles there, he was the editor of the annual 
American Steeplechasing book. 

After his retirement from steeplechas¬ 
ing, he was the executive director of the 
Fair Hill International three-day event for 
10 years. He was active in Saint John 
the Baptist Holy Angels Roman Catholic 
Parish in Newark, Del., as a lector and 
member of the financial planning com¬ 
mittee. 

In addition to his wife and daughter 
Kelly, survivors include daughter Kerry, 
son Patrick, sister Patricia Colgan and four 
grandchildren. 

VINCE REED 

Celebrated Pennsylvania sportscaster 
Vince Reed, a resident of Levittown, died 
Dec. 30 in Philadelphia after a fall. He was 
76. 

Reed, who was born Anthony Iacovelli 
in Norristown, grew up in Bridgeport and 
for a time lived in Hagerstown, Md., prior 
to taking a position at WBCB radio station 
in Levittown in 1966 as a news and sports 
director. 

Reed covered numerous sports and was 
eventually elected to the National Football 
Foundation and College Hall of Fame in 
2004 and to the Pennsylvania Sports Hall 
of Fame, Bucks County Chapter, in 2010. 

Horseplayers and fans knew Reed from 
his more than two decades of work at 
Philadelphia Park (later Parx) as a racing 
analyst. He was host of Philadelphia Park 
Live and the Phonebet account wagering 
show and for the last several years paddock 
handicapper on Parx’s simulcast signal. 

Reed’s wife of 47 years, Barbara Anne, 
survives him, as do his daughter Nadine 
Bontempo and sons Vincent M. Iacovelli 
and Anthony J. Iacovelli.

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Looking Back 


25years ago 

I Adelaide Riggs shunned publicity, but 
with two exciting just-turned 3-year-olds 
in her stable-Wild Zone and homebred 
Woods of Windsor-the 84-year-old 
mistress of Happy Retreat Farm in 
Howard County, Md., sat down with 
Lucy Acton. The daughter of heiress 
Marjorie Merriweather Post first came 
to Maryland with her first husband, 
sportsman Tim Durant, in the early 
1930s. She later married horseman Merrall 
MacNeille (her two daughters from that 
marriage—Melissa Cantacuzene and Ellen 
Charles—have both had successful racing 
stables.) Riggs moved onto the 500-acre 
Happy Retreat property with her third 
husband, Gus Riggs, in 1948. They bred 
and campaigned stakes winners Zvetlana 
and Bagetelle, but Mrs. Riggs had her 
most successful year ever at the track in 
1992. 

I Popular longtime racing executive and 
Maryland native Lenny Hale, fired after 
17 years in New York, was hired by the 
Maryland Jockey Club to run the racing 
department at Laurel and Pimlico. “From 
his first job as a flag man on the starting 
gate at Atlantic City, to his most recent 
post as senior vice-president in charge 
of overseeing racing and maintenance 
operations for NYRA, Hale, 47, has been 
well-prepared for his new assignment,” 
wrote Ross Peddicord. 



Ferris Allen, trainer and vice-pres¬ 
ident of the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, noted: “Getting 
Lenny here is a little like getting Joe Gibbs 
to come in and coach your football team.” 

I Dancer’s Image, the Maryland-bred 
who won—then lost—the 1968 Kentucky 
Derby, died in late December in Japan 


at age 27. He had covered 28 mares 
that year, 24 Thoroughbreds and four 
Arabians. 

The son of Native Dancer owned and 
bred by Peter Fuller was disqualified from 
his classic win after a positive test for 
Butazolidin, then prohibited in Kentucky. 

1 Finder’s Choice, one of the top 
Maryland-based handicap horses of 
recent years, was retired to stud to Green 
Willow Farms in Westminster, Md. The 
son of Buckfinder and full-brother to 
graded stakes winner Assault Landing had 
earned in excess of $500,000, won stakes 
every season from 3 to 7 and set two 
course records. He was bred by Mr. and 
Mrs. Stuart Janney and, after their deaths, 
was campaigned by the Janney family 
while trained throughout his career by 
Charlie Hadry. 

Finder’s Choice never sired any foals after he 
failed to show interest in breeding mares. He was 
returned to the track that summer and made eight 
more starts ; winning an allowance at Pimlico and 
finishing third in two stakes, including the Grade 

2 Caesars International behind Star of Coyyene 
and Hall of Famer Lure. Finder’s Choice offi¬ 
cially retired with earnings of $612,557 . 

I Two Virginia-breds starred in graded 
stakes in early January: Sir Beaufort, Vic¬ 
toria Calantoni’s California-based winner 
of the San Carlos Handicap-G2 at Santa 
Anita, bred by Buckland Farm; and Ron 
Magers’ Lemhi Go, an Audley Farm-bred 
former claimer who scored in the La Pre- 
voyante Handicap-G2 at Calder. 


50years ago 

I Longtime starter Eddie Blind, a 
Canadian by birth who got his first job on 
a gate crew in Tijuana, Mexico, in 1928, 
and eventually became a full-time starter 
in Maryland in 1947, provided his life 
story in entertaining detail to Snowden 
Carter. 

The 61-year-old had worked with 
George Cassidy in New York before being 
offered the job in Maryland. Blind sent 
off every field of the Washington, D.C., 
International and had observations on 
many topics, from the difference between 
European and American riders - “First off, 
the English and French use their whips 
sparingly. Our boys are knocking with the 
whips all the time. Why? What are they 



trying to prove?”—to the greatest rider he 
ever saw (Don Meade). 

I The hot young stallion Rambunctious 
returned to Maryland to stand at Harold 
Herman’s Red Oak Farm in Poolesville 
after spending a year in New Jersey at the 
farm of his former owner, Mrs. Milton 
Erlanger. Rambunctious had previously 
stood in Maryland at Glade Valley Farm, 
and the farm’s manager and part-owner 
Dr. Robert Leonard wanted him back. 
But Herman made the purchase. “I can’t 
really say that I outbid Dr. Leonard for 
the horse. But I did get him-that’s the 
important thing.” 

A son of *Rasper II, Rambunctious 
sired in his first full crop to race six win¬ 
ners from 13 foals in 1967, including 
stakes winner Full O’Prunes. 
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75years ago 

I The newly-created Marguerite Stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies at Pimlico, a com¬ 
panion race to the Pimlico Futurity to be 
run for the first time in the fall of 1945, 
recalled the acclaimed Belair Stud mare 
“whose name is so famed that it will be 
carried on through decades to come.” 

Bred by Claiborne Farm and E.F. 
Simms, Marguerite was purchased 
at Saratoga as a yearling by William 
Woodward. She was a daughter of Celt 
out of *Fairy Ray, with a distinquished 
English family: “Two removes back in the 
direct female line we find St. Marguerite, 
by Hermit, one of the most distinquished 
matrons of modern English annals.” 

Marguerite wrenched her back so 
badly as a 2-year-old in her only start 
she never raced again. But her record as 
a broodmare was sterling: she produced 
nine foals, and five of her seven starters 
were stakes winners, led by Triple Crown 
winner Gallant Fox, English 2-year-old 
champion Foxbrough and eight-time 
stakes winner Fighting Fox. Her first 
foal, Travers Stakes winner Petee-Wrack, 
stood at stud in Maryland. Marguerite had 
been the world’s champion producer of

money earners until 1942, when surpassed 
by Calumet Farm’s Dustwhirl, dam of 
Whirlaway. 

I Matt Daiger, longtime general manager 
of Pimlico, was appointed president and 
general manager of the Timonium Fair 
following the death of Laban Sparks. 

Daiger, who had been with Pimlico 
since 1898, had been credited for pulling 


Timonium out of a serious financial rut 
decades earlier. He expanded the fair¬ 
grounds from a 30-acre plot to nearly 90 
acres, complete with an exhibition hall 
and grandstand. 

I The Editor’s Saddlebag had to be 
scrapped due to Humphrey Finney’s ser¬ 
vice with the Coast Guard, but a more 
general account of the state of racing 
across the nation during the month of 
January was offered. 

A post dated Jan. 7 relayed the dif¬ 
ficult times ahead: “A bombshell struck 
sports today when it was announced that 
all pleasure driving would cease along the 
Eastern Coast. Within 24 hours it was 
made known that Tropical had closed and 
Hialeah had cancelled the winter session.” 

In Maryland, Havre de Grace, Laurel 
and Bowie were considering a shutdown, 
leaving only Pimlico to have a meet dur¬ 
ing the year, due to being “better situ¬ 
ated for accessibility” until Gov. Herbert 
O’Conor advised that “racing’s role in 
the balance of the state budget was too 
important to ignore.” 

A day later, it was agreed that racing in 
Maryland should continue in 1943, “pro¬ 
vided it does not interfere with the war 
effort. . .” 


10years ago 

I Less than a year after purchasing 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, Md., 

Under Armour founder and president 
Kevin Plank was turning the historic 
farm, which had fallen on hard times, 
into a showplace. “We’re going to 
take the farm back to its glory days,” 

Plank told John Eisenberg. “It should 
be spectacular.” 

A year into the renovations, the 425-acre farm had nine miles 
of new fencing, foaling and broodmare barns being rebuilt, and 
more than 150 acres converted back to grass after having been 
leased out as corn fields. 

Not long after purchase, the Sagamore crew led by farm 
manager Tom Mullikin had filled more than 30 dumpsters with 
refuse that had accumulated in the barns and other buildings. A 
former high school football teammate of Plank’s 20 years earlier, 
Mullikin had been hired away from Machmer Hall in Kentucky. 

“The vision I have for Sagamore is to be the Disney World 
of horse racing, a place that is so magical and different that you 
drive by and get inspired by it,” said Plank. 

I Hard-hitting Pennsylvania-bred racemare Redaspen saved her 
best for last, as she concluded her career with her first graded 
stakes win, Calder’s La Prevoyante Handicap-G2, in December 
of her 5-year-old season. A homebred for Equivine Farm, the 
turf specialist retired with earnings of $459,473 from a record 20 
wins or placings from 24 starts. The daughter of Bianconi was a 


five-time stakes winner and placed in seven others. “She’s done 
enough,” said Andrea Leavenworth of Equivine. “We are just so 
proud of her.” 

I The Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship was won by Ask 
the Moon, a daughter of Malibu Moon bred by Charlie and 
Cynthia McGinnes and Country Life Farm. Her story fit the 
adage “one good deed begets another.” 

The McGinneses had long supported the young stallions at 
Country Life, including Malibu Moon. When a mare they bred to 
the son of A.P Indy failed to produce a foal in 2004, the couple 
expected to get a breeding back to him, per contract, but he 
had already gone to Kentucky and previous contracts had been 
negated. However, Country Life stepped up and honored the 
return breeding. “It was such a classy thing to do,” noted Charlie 
McGinnes, that the couple added Country Life as co-breeder of 
the resulting foal. 

The mare sent to Kentucky was Always Asking, who had not 
produced much of note, but was open at the time. “We picked 
a mare we thought would be easy to get in foal,” acknowledged 
McGinnes, and only after breeding her did they check the 
“nicking pattern,” the result a D grade. 

Sold by the McGinneses for $45,000 as a yearling at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic sale, Ask the Moon was a $125,000 OBS March 
2-year-old and campaigned for Millicent Johnsen. 

During her 6-year-old campaign , Ask the Moon reached the top level 
of competition , winning two Grade Is at Saratoga—the Personal Ensign 
Invitational and Ruffian Invitational—on her way to earning $713,640. 

She eventually sold as a broodmare, in foal to War Front, for $1.8 million 
in November 2013.
